English Publicist Favors the 
Deadliest of War Machines 
in Hands of Governments 
That Will Use Them Only 
Toward the Development of 
Mankind and Enforced Fed- 
eral Service for Several 
Years From Every Citizen.

LONDON, Sept. 10. 
T is manifest, after the experiences of the 
last 650 years, that it is impossible for 
pacific and militant civilization to exist 
side by side in the same world. 


Does it follow that the militant must neces- 
eerily overcome and destroy the other? And, 
if not, what are the conditions under which 
pacific civilization may hope to destroy its an- 
tagonist without the complete loss of its own 
chacacter in the process? 

By militant civilization I mean a social sys- 
tem possessing letters, educating all or most of 
ite citizens, but organized primarily with a view 
to warfare. 

By pacific civilization I mean one which must 
assume the level of education and apparatus in 
which lives the great majority of its citizens, 
who have no relation (or only a reluctant mini- 
mum-of relationship) to military necessities. 

The type of the former is, of course, Germany; 
of the latter, China and the United States of 
America. Each has its peculiar virtues and 
necessities. The general experience of history 
has been that the militant state overcomes, over- | 
runs or destroys the other, or, as an alternative, } 
forces it into a defensive condition of competi- 
tive militarism. 


Germany Has Subjugated Europe. 
HAT has been the threat and effect of the 
T modern German State upon Europe— 
subjugation and ignominy such as the 
Manchus inflicted upon China and Islam in the 
East, or militarization such as would happen 
to the United States if Canada suddenly took 
to armament and universal service. These seem 
to be the alternative fates of the pacific state. 
The problem of the world at the present time 
is whether he pacific state, or paficically-mind- 
ei states, can be so organized as not only to 
beat but disarm and keep permanently harmless 
the state that has once marched in war, with- 
out themselves becoming militant. 

A hundred years ago Europe failed to do this. 
With France the evil thing was stamped out in 
Paris, only to rise again in Berlin. If it is 
ctamped out in Berlin, will it rise again in 
London or Paris or St. Petersburg or Belgrade? 
Or can the system essentially pacific take arms 
and still hope to put them aside? 

The virtues and advantages of militarism are 
simple and manifest. Compared with pacificism 
it is like a clenched fist to an extended hand. 
It marches upon base universal instincts, upon 
the gregarious instinct that extends egotism to 
whatever ig strange, upon the combative -anger 
into which contradiction or perplexity so read- 
fly explode. 

Its crude and easily understandable morality 
is closer to the ground than the tolerations and 
delicacies of liberaliem. It is not so easily cor- 
rupted. Its vices of cruelty, brutality and in- 
tolerance is not to destroy it. If it forgets 
itself it can be recalled by a flag or by a band. 
It does not demand a constant participation of 
the will. You enlist, you vote; the conscrip- 
tion machine does the rest. 


Pacific Role a Difficult One. 
IS is a thing that seems to be very rare- 
I ly understood: that when a man makes 
his choice in this matter—when he de- 


from an urgent, exacting thing to a free and 
simple and easy thing. Rather the contrary. 
He abandons something vulgar yet instinctive 
and easy, and takes up something which is 
artificial, elaborate and difficult. 

The ways of peace are thorny and intricate 
paths. A pacific civilization is_more perplexing 
to organize, to keep orderly and united. It is 
not only far more liable to attack from without, 
but also to a.morbid destructive development 


within. From those who live in it, it makes a | 


far greater demand for service and devotion— 
because that devotion has to be intelligent and 
meticulous devotion—than does the noisy, ob- 
vious, kill-and-damage loyalty of the war state. 

The superstition of natural virtue has been 
the curse of civilization for a century and a 
half. The greatest dis-service Rousseauism did 
the world was that it interpreted social rela- 
tions sentimentally and falsely, and gave 
IAberalism a bias from this new universally 
evident truth—that a warless state needs to be

The militant state Sually a healthier body 
than the pacific sta ut tends inevitably _ to 
monarchy. It dies.at last through the failure 
of its head. The Romans conquered all the | 
world, but perished scandalously in the Senate 
and palaces of Caesar. 

Now hitherto the peculiar manifest weaknesses | 
of the liberal, democratic, pacific state have 
repelled great numbers of energetic, generous 
spirits who would otherwise have served it. 

How many Americans, wearied by an atmos- 
phere of scandalous business unfairness, of 
noisy, mischievous newspapers, or social con- 
fusion, have not turned at times with a certain 
envy to the smooth-working, silent, German 
state-machine and longed to exchange their 
many evils for a condition of things in which 
only the whole is evil? 

There is no disputing the superior emotional 
and pictorial appeal of strong men armed and 
embattled over able men who are merely busy. 
It needs a finely developed intelligence to see 
that Prof. William James was a very much 
greater man than the present Emperor William. 


America May Escape Conquest 
EVERTHELESS, it is possible to believe 
N that in the end the pacific state will 
outlive the eliminated military states 
of the world—that America, for example, may 
still contrive to escape either humiliation or 
conquest or militarism; that China may acquire 
a method of salvation from attack that will not 
revolutionize her profoundly pacific traditions 
or her culture; that it may be possible to dis- 
arm and revolutionize the existing militant 
states. 

But to do that they cannot remain individual- 
istic and economically chaotic. The militant 
states are highly organized for war. The pacific 
states can only triumph by still more deliberate- 
ly and sespicicn capa organizing themselves for 
peace. 

Without flags or drum-taps they will

To obtain this news, without a moment’s 
waste of time, the officer in charge of aeroplanes 
will send out his high-speed sconts—expert offi- 
cers being mounted in each machine just as, in 
the days before flying, the Duke of Wellington 
would choose special men, mount them upon 
‘picked horses, and send them to obtain news at 
any cost. 

These high-speed sconts, flying at more than 
100 miles an hour, will sweep in toward the 
enemy’s lines, seeking the shelter of clouds or 
of banks of mist, and making long detours when 
necessary, so as to avoid any aerial patrols 
the enemy may have sent out. 

Such hostile patrols—and biplanes armed with 
a light gun—-will bear ‘down upon the scout, 
should they sight him, and strive to destroy his 
craft. His protection will be his speed. He will 
wheel, dodge and finally turn tail; and all the 
time he will strain his eyes to see what lies 
below him, watching the marchings of the troops 
tuat look so tiny and remote, and forming an 
opinion in his mind as to what the battle line 
will be.

As a matter of fact, the modern airship should 
be likened to the fighting aeroplane as a dread- 
naught to a cruiser.

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Are we not very nearly as excited over the 
war in Hurope as we were over our own Civil 
War? In @ sense, of course, this war is ours 
as well, for millions of foreign born Americans 
and citizens with the blood of the Buropean 
contestants in their veins are as deeply concern- 
ed in sentiment as though the conflict were at 
our doors. 

_ Many of us will remember and most of us 
know from impartial history that the war in 
America in ‘61 did not absorb the whole mind 
or energies of the people. In the North, life 
resembled that of a community which had full 
intercourse with the world at large, Business 
continued, colleges and schools had their normal 
attendance; so did churches, and even recreations 
were by no means neglected. In the mechanical 
sciences and arts there was advancement. Men 
struggled for wealth. Ambition by no means 
slept. Politics was more active than it is now, 
and the pursuit of fame was not confined to mil- 
itary and political circles. 

It is true the supreme business of war, left its 
stamp on all private concerns and on every mode 
cf thought, and this was especially marked in 
the first year of the war when the patriotic vol- 
unteers were individually urged on by the sym- 
pathy and enthusiasm of those at home. The 
deprivations of our people generally were greater 
then. The war is estimated to have cost us, 
North and South, from five to eight billion dol- 
lars, and the cost was felt in every home in 
the land. On Aug. 6, 1862, the New York 
Tribune referred to “our paralyzed industries, our 
obstructed commerce, our. overloaded finances 
and our mangled railroads”’—conditions which 
continued for five years. All sorts of economies 
were practiced. Coffee and sugar prices soared. 
Roasted dandelion roots were mixed with pure 
coffee in many families, and others made their 
morning beverage from parched corn. Brown 
sugar was substituted for white. Luxuries disap- 
peared. Wearing plain clothes became a fashion 
as well as a virtue. Added to the burden and the 
deprivation was the grief of millions. There 
were 4,000,000 men enlisted in North and South, 
and the conflict cost a half million lives. But 
we did not ery that the end of the world was at 
hand. .Men’s minds looked beyond the contest. 

Now, though separated by an ocean from the 
theater of action, we experience much of the dis- 
tress of mind which we knew in 1861 to 1866. War 
is the one absorbing thought—and the terms in 
which it has become the custom to describe this 
war tend to exaggerate and magnify it. 

But when we recover our perspective and the 
proportions of things reassert themselves, it is 
apaprent that this war is not in fact a “world 
war.” It might be difficult to exaggerate its in- 
direct results and its incident effects. But it {s 
plain that the whole world is not in conflagra- 
tion. Two great armies, representing several 
powerful nations, are warring in a_ theater 
scarcely greater than Texas. Less than 10,000,000 
men are engaged—less than 1 per cent of the 
estimated total population of the world. If 
1,000,000 men are destroyel, one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the world’s population only will have 
departed hence. 

Two continents are at peace and the vast ma- 
jority of mankind pursue their normal occupa- 
tions. 

The world will still wag on. There fs nothing 
like the recuperative buoyancy of peoples sud- 
denly relieved of the pressure, burden and eriefs 
of war, and the enthusiasm with which they re- 
new the business of peace. It is well to consider 
the relative values of facts in connection with this 
war, to the end that we may not unduly and un- 
necessarily afflict our minds. The end of the 
world is not yet. 


A ‘FOOLISH SACRIFICE OF STOCK.’’ 

When the slump in Bankers’ Trust Co. stock 
began after the passing of the dividend on May 1, 
President John E. Franklin addressed a letter to 
stockholders urging them not to sell. “We think 
to sell the stock at this time, at the present mar- 
ket quotation, is making a foolish sacrifice,” ue 
wrote. It is particularly interesting to learn that 
Mr. Franklin himself, between May 2 and May 8, 
sold 230 shares of his stock. It was not so fool- 
ish a sacrifice, either, seeing that the stock a few 
days later fell to $20. 
During the six months prior to the passing of 
the dividend, officers of the bank, with inside 
knowledge of its affairs, sold 420 shares of its 
stock when the quotation ranged around $190. 
Those who bought this stock and, on the advice 
of the officers, continued to hold it after the 
slump started, should not be judged too harshly 
if they are inclined to denounce the transaction 
as a swindle. 


TENANCY AND SINGLE CROPPING. 
Folks at a distance, condemning Southern farm- 
ers for staking the year’s results too exclusively 
on the cotton crop, are entitled to know that this 
is due chiefly to two facts: 

First, cotton is normally “as good as wheat;”’ 
has a sure market for quick cash; can be made by 
the combined labor of every member of the farm 
family; requires a minimum investment for fer- 
tilizer, cultivation, housing. 

Second: More than 60 per cent of the farmers 
of Texas, and nearly or quite as large a percent- 
age of the farmers of other Southern states, are 
tenants, most of them paying land rent with 
shares of the crops. Landlords prefer cotton above 
other crops, because it has a quick cash market. 
Each year more of the South’s small farmers 
who own their land diversify. Doubtless the ten- 
ants, or most of them, would be glad to diversify, 
if they were free to do it, and to reap the bene- 
ate. 
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A SPOILS SYSTEM WAIL. 

That St. Louis has a merit system law with 
teeth is proved by several happenings. Repub- 
lican City Committeemen are denouncing it and 
the Efficiency Board that will administer it. 

This is only the last despairing wail of the old 
spoils system. It is an excellent certificate to the 
character and motives of the new appointees as 
Efficiency Board members, about whom the pub-

enacted by the whole people is so framed as to 
have greater robustness than law passed by the 
Municipal Assembly.

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PROVIDE FOR THE RIVEB. 

Congress has no more imperative duty at this 
session than to make provision, on an adequate 
scale, for flood prevention and channel improve- 
ment in the Mississippi Valley. There appears to 
be a possibility that this vital need, lumped with 
a multitude of good and bad river and harbor 
schemes in the river and harbor appropbriation 
bill, may fail to be met; that the bill may be de- 
feated.

Its flood waters, gathered from 
21 states and the Dominion of Canada, con- 
stitute an overpowering force which breaks 
the levees and pours its torrents over many 
million acres of the richest land in_ the 
Union, stopping mails, tmpeding commerce 
and causing great loss oflife and property. 
These floods are national in scope and the 
disasters they produce seriously affect the 
general welfare. The states unaided cannot 
cope with this giant problem. Hence we 
believe the Federal Government should as- 
Sume a fair proportion of the burden of its 
control so as to prevent the disasters from 
recurring floods. ® 
The Progressive national platform: 

It ts a national obligation to develop our 
rivers, and especially the Mississipp! and its 
tributaries, without delay, under a compre- 
hensive general plan covering each river sys- 
tem from its source to its mouth, designed to 
secure its highest usefulness for navigation, 
irrigation, domestic supply, water power and 
the prevention of floods. We pledge our party 
to the immediate preparation of such a plan, 
which should be made and carried out in 
close and friendly co-operation between the 
Nation, the states and the cities affected. 
The American people are familiar with the mis- 

ery due to want of flood protection in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. They are doubtless fairly unanit- 
mous in favor of the gradual creation of some 
such large scale flood prevention, river improve- 
ment and power development scheme as is pro- 
posed or suggested in varying terms in all the 
party platforms, They are, no doubt, quite will- 
ing to have the cost equitably apportioned be- 
tween Nation, states and river cities. So much 
may be taken for granted. 

The fact mainly to be kept In mind, right now, 
by the Congress and the people alike, is that flood 
prevention comes first; is the immediate necessity 
which cannot wait on the evolution of vast gen- 
eral schemes, but must be carried forward rapidly 
if within the next year or two the valley is to be 
spared another inundation wasting life and prop- 
erty worth many times the cost of levees ample 
to prevent it. . 

Facts of secondary importance, agreed on by 
the ablest river engineers, are that levees afford 
the only means by which floods can be prevented, 
and that when levees have been built strong 
enough to hold the river in its bed, the rushing 


immensely simplify the problem of deepening 
the channel for navigation. 

The Democratic Congress now {n power wil!

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A NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL ROUTH.

Hitherto in great 
world questions America’s opinion has 
amounted to little and has received 
slight consideration. Now, however, the 
good will of the United States is eagerly 
sought and it is realized that when the 
end comes Washington will play an im- 
portant part in the settling. 

Engiand is not asking for direct Amer- 
ican support, fully realizing that Amer-

CUT EXPENSES. 


Philadelphia Record: We are to raise $75,- 
000,000 of supplementary revenue on account of 
war's interruption of our commerce. Of this 
$53,000,000 will be spent on rivers and harbors, ac- 
cording to present indications, and the remaining 
$22,000,000 will be required for the purchase of a 
merchant fleet, to be operated by the Government, 
or by a corporation whose stock shall be owned 
by the Government. It is important, as the Pres- 
ident says, that the Treasury should be kept in 
such a state of strength that there can be no sus- 
picion of it, but in view of the extraordinary na- 
ture of the emergency, and the possibility of its 
brief duration, {t might be as well to cut $765,- 
000,000 from the expenses. 


UNAVOIDABLE. ‘ 


Louisville Courlier-Journalt “The Democracy 
is about to bring forward a war budget. The 
country at peace it puts in an emergency demand 
for additional revenue of $100,000,000. Its fiscal 
measures have broken down and proved absolutely 
unresponsive.

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TAXES THAT TAX. 


Los Angeles Express: At this time, when it 
is proposed to increase Federal faxation in order \ 
tu meet the deficit in our revenues because of the } 
falling off of importations, it is interesting to 
note how slight is the burden borne by citizens 
of the United States when comparison is made 
with like burdéns imposed on the people of for- 
eign countries. 

We note that all the citizens of Gorzono, in 
Prussia, who earned $100 a month last year, were 
required to pay a tax equivalent to $15.75 per 
month—that tax not including business taxes and 
taxes on realty. 

This year the city of Stuhm takes precedence 
as imposing the highest taxes paid in any Prus- 
sian city. . 3 

The rate of taxation is not absolute, but in- 
creases progressively. The man with an income 
of $2000 a year pald $276.19. With us no income 
of less than $3000 a year is subject to income tax- 
ation’ and in the case of a married man the min- 
imum exempted is $4000. In Stuhm a man with an 
income of $4000 is taxed $618.20, or nearly 15 per 
cent of his income. 

It is reported that many Prussian cities impose 
a municipal income tax amounting to three times 
the state tax. In the United States, as yet, munici- 
palities impose no income tax whatever. Hiven in 
the city of Berlin the municipal income tax equals 
the income tax imposed by the state. 

We may as well contentedly face the prospect 
of the increased indirect taxation to which we are 
about to be subjected as a direct result of the 
European war. Enjoying the blessings of peace, 
with every promise of prosperity and full assur- 
ance of vastly increased trade and commerce, we 
can face with equanimity the comparatively light 
increase in the tax burdens we must now bear. 


SMASH THE “PORK BARREL.”

Take, for in- 
stance, that playful reference to forcing “France 
onto her knées until she chokes.” Really, this 
expression is not suggestive of a high degree of 
cultivation. It will not appeal at all to uncultured 
Americans. \ 


AUSTRIA'S WEAKNESS. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: From the first it 
was the forecast of the Courier-Journal that Aus- 
tria would prove a broken reed to Germany. It 
embraced the chief of the German Kaiser’s cru- 
cial miscalculationss. The attitude of England 
and the resistance of the Belgians was only sec- 
ond to it. Yet, considering what these errors of 
judgment implied to his original plans of cam- 
paign, what hs has accomplished solitary and 
alone, is little less than amazing. He had indeed 
perfected a wonderful fighting machine. He set 
out, however, to do the impossible—that is, to con- 
quer the world—which can never be done. Bona- 
parte tried it and failed. But he came nearer to 
ir than Wilhelm will come. 


LESSONS FOR US. 

Minneapolis Journals Germany may.be con- 
quering in the field; but is idle at home. Its 
mills, its factories are forsaken; there are not 
hands to run them, and if there were, the mar- 
kets for their products are cut off. Should Ger- 
man legions dictate peace in Paris and impose 
upon France a money recompense five times as 
large as that five millard of francs of 1871, nev- 
ertheless Germany’s economic loss so far in a 
month of war would not be balanced. Ninety per 
cent of German export trade is gone, some of it 
never to return. 

Racial hatreds wiTl not be assuaged, but ifn- 
tensified by this copious blood letting. And the 
spectacle of what race hatreds can work, should 
prompt us in America to eschew the passion. 

The lesson for all of us is to be Americans, to 
forget the hyphenations, and to consecrate our- 
selves, each and all of us, to the high purposes 
and ideals of the American dispensation. 


ABSOLUTE ON HORSEBACK. 

Springfield Republican: When Napoleon en- 
tered Jena on Oct. 13, 1806, he greatly disturbed 
the German philosopher Hegel, who was hard at 
work there on his theory of the absolute. Hegel 
saw the battle, saw the town set on fire, saw. 
soldiers enter his quarters. Hastily pocketing his 
unfinished manuscript, he left his other papers 
and his books and fled with unmeditative haste. 
He had had a shock, and so had his philosophy. 
While he had been spinning a theory of the abso- 
lute, along had come the absolute on horseback 
and knocked his little world to smithereens. 

It made a tremendous impression; he had seen 
incarnate the world spirit (Weltseele), “concen- 
trated to a point and sitting on a horse.” A wor- 
shiper of power, he took Napoleon into his philos- 
ophy as the embodiment of the absolute, while for 
the whipped Prussians he had only contempt. 
Then came Waterloo, and the world-spirit on 
horseback vanished to St. Helena as to another 
cosmos, while little Prussia was looking on. The 
theory of the absolute had to be remodeled, but as 
a mender of broken cobwebs, Hegel surpassed 
Bruce’s spider. The fashionable philosopher of the 
day, he migrated to Berlin, to become the official 
apologist for reactionary Prussia, occupied 
stamping out what sparks of democracy the great 
revolution had left behind it. 

When he reached Berlin in 1818*he quickly saw 
how the wind set, and trimmed his sails accord- 
ingly. “Realpolitik” found a prop in his famous 
double maxim: 

Whatever is rational fs real, 
Whatever is real is rational. 

Prussian state authd@ity was real enough: he 

had only to give it a metaphysical sanction. The

which does not know what it wills.” Freedom he 
extolled, but it was to be gained by subordinating 
the individual to the state laws, bureaucracy, po- 
lice, are precisely to secure freedom to the people, 
who are on no account to meddle. Prussia had 
found its official philosopher. : 

Hegel has been much hated in Germany as an 
apostate; in the light of present events it may be 
said that no philosopher ever did his country so 
much mischief. It was an unlucky day for the 
world when he saw the absolute on horseback at 
Jena, the ““Weltseele concentrated to a point,” and 
made triumphant force the foundation of his 
philosophy. 


“HEAVIEST BATTALIONS.” 

Kansas City Times: In saying that “God is 
always with the strongest,” Huerta is evidently 
paraphrasing the cynical remark usually attribut- 
ed to Napoleon, but which in reality has been 
common property for centuries. 

“Every schoolboy knows,” as they say—really 
meaning that the “Oyclopedia of Practical Quo- 
tations” shows—that the first reference of the 
sort was by Tacitus, who wrote, “The gods are @n 
the side of the stronger.” Voltaire made it famous 
in a letter written in 1770, in which he said, “It is 
said that God is always on the side of the heaviest 
battalions.” The expression attributed ‘to Na- 
poleon is ‘Providence is always on the side of the 
last reserve.” 

All of these remarks deserve to be contrasted 
with the one crediated to Lincoln when he was 
asked whether he was sure that God was on “our 
side.” ‘I do not know,” he replied. “I have not 
thought about that. But I am very anxious to 
know whether we are on God’s side.” 


HERO OR MURDERER? 

Washington Herald: A _ Belgian youth of 
18, who killed the German Gen. von Buelow on the 
battlefield of Haelen, has been decorated by King 
Albert with the order of the Knights of Leopold 
and presented with the dead officer’s horse and 
purse. A cable dispatch gives this account of the 
killing of Gen. von Buelow: 

“A youth, 18 years old, standing alone in a 
mass of dead, saw, about 900 yards distant, an 
officer studying a map. 2 

“The boy crawled quietly among the corpses 
until within 400 yards of the officer. He took 
careful aim and fired. The officer fell dead. Hur- 
rying to the body, the Belgian discovered that he 
had killed Gen. von Buelow.” 

Today the world recognizes in this Belgian boy 
a hero quite worthy of the decoration bestowed 
upon him by his King, and which will be handed 
down to posterity. In a time of peace he would 
be execrated as a cold-blooded assassin and the 
world would applaud his death on the scaffold.

Expert of Buropean Trade Last 
Year Is Outlined by De- 
partment of Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12-—The ex- 
tent of Hluropean trade to the United | 
States, now interrupted by war, was 
outlined today by the Department of 
Commerce in a summary showing the 
character of imports for the year end- 
ing last June. Imports from England 
included nearly $20,000,000 worth of cot- 
ton goods, chemicals worth $9,000,000 
and $12,000,000 worth of manufactured 
iron and steel, besides 48,000,000 pounds 
of crude rubber, 48,000,000 pounds of| 
hides and skins, 658,000,000 pounds of! 
block tin, 75,000,000 pounds of wool, 14,- | 
000,000 pounds of tea and great quanti- | 
ties of chinaware, linens, gloves, jew-' 
elry and silk and worsted goods. 

Germany, chief source of supply of the! 
United States for imported chemicals, | 
contributed last, year more than $20,000,- 
000 worth. When the war started Ger- 
many placed an embargo on the exporta- 
tion of chemicals and medicinal prod- 
ucts, but since has raised it on dye 
stuffs. Other important articles bought 
from Germany included $13,000,000 worth 
of cotton goods; 1,000,000 tons of potash, 
salts used largely as fertilizers; 150,000,- 
000 pounds of wood pulp, toys valued at 
$8,000,000, numerous manvfactures and 
some food products. 

From France last year the United 
States bought art works valued at $2°.- 
000,000, silk goods valued at $18,600,009, 
cotton laces and embroideries worth §8,- 
000,000, chemicals valued at $5,000,009, 
while large sums were spent for per- 
fumes, diamonds, moving picture films 
and other manufactures. 

To what extent that trade has been 
specifically affected by war has not been 
determined by the department. Receipts 
at principal ports, however, are said to 
show decreases, 

Some of the articies imported from the 
three countries were dertved from ether 
parts of the world. 


CHINESE PRESIDENT TO 
CELEBRATE 2-YEAR RULE 


Yuan Shi Kaf Wil) Soon Be 55 
and Is Congratulated for 


Peaceful Regime. 

PEKING, Sept. 12.—President Yuan 
Shi Kal will be 55 years old on Sept. 
16, according to the western calendar, 
which has been adopted in China with 
other western reforms. Following 
closely upon this anniversary will be 
that of his formal !mauguration as 
the first duly elected President of 
China. Although Yuan has been in 
power since early in 1912, it was not 
until Oct, 10, 1913, that he began his 
term of office under the constitution 
adopted by the Nanking Congress. 

It is said that thousands of con- 
gratulatory messages avait presen- 
tation to China’s first President upon 
the occasion of these two anniver- 
saries. Admiring observers of his 
administration declare that his best 
felicitation is found in the compara- 
tive peace and harmony which now 
reign throughout the republic of 
China

PANAMA, Sept. 12.—The erection in 
Panama of a_permanent building by the 
United States which would house a Bu- 
reau Of Information and Commercial 
Museum, to draw the attention of South 
American countries to American manu- 
factures and industries, is meeting with 
much encouragement from the officials 
of the Panama Government and the 
merchants of the country. They view 
the proposal in the light of an effort to 
bring Panama forward as a general 
purchasing and trading point in Central 
America, 

A site for the proposed building has 
already been placed at the disposal of 
the United States and has heen tenta- 
tively accepted by William Jennings 
Price, American Minister to Panama. 
The ground forms part of the site upon 
which there is now being constructed 
the national exposition, which is to 
commemorate the discovery of the Pa- 
cifie Ocean by Balboa and also the 
opening of the Panama Canal It is 
planned to have the opening of the 
exposition coincident with that of the 
formal celebration of the opening of the 
canal on March 6.

The history of the 
county is traced from the period before 
its occupation by white men, through 
the French, FEinglish and American oc- 
cupation to the present. 

One Professiounl! Actor. 

The pageant will consist of two parts 
of five scenes each, and a prologue and 
an epilogue. The first five scenes deal 
with the early history of St. Clair 
County previous to and during the 
French occupation. Donald Robertson 
of Philadelphia is the only professional 
actor who will. take part. He will be 
‘White Cloud,’ the Indian medicine 
man in the prologue who conjures up 
the past, and will again appear in the 
epilogue in predicting the future of 
Belleville and St. Clair County. 

The opening scene depicts the mound 
builders and the revolt. of the voung 
warriors from the peaceful task of pil- 
ing up the earth, to follow the young 
huntsman into the forests. John Pes- 
sel takes the part of the huntsman. 
Oscar Weber, an instructor in the high 
school, takes the part of the old chief, 
advising against the hunt, and John 
Dietz as the old prophet sings the death 
song of the tribe. The scene closes 
with the killing of the piasa bird.

Indian girls would demand considerable 
attention in any large American city, 
hut when they come with the added at- 
tractions of atriking beauty and im- 
mense wealth, it is mild to say they cre- 
ate a furore.

No 
long, black braids, heavy blankets or 
tuckskin moccasins for them. They 
dress in the most stylish manner and 
even if they didn’t have some $3,000,000 
each, which Uncle Sam has paid them 
for the sale of oll lands, they would 
have won the hearts of almost as many 
Washington men as they have. 

These genuine American girls are Mrs.

They are 
all nattves of Pahuska, Ok., and have 
started for a tour of America.

Co-operative trading has been so snc- 
ecssful in this State in the last few 
years that there are more co-operative 
corporations being chartered by the 
State Charter Board than any other 
single class of corporations. Since the 
firet of the year more than 200 co-oper- 
ative organizations have been incorpo- 
rated and at present there are nearly 
1000 of these and in addition there is a 
considerable number of partnership 
agreements. 

400 Mutual Phone Companies. 

The largest single co-operative organ- 
ization {s the mutual telephone organiza- 
tions. The second largest !s the farmers’ 
elevators. There are more than 40 mu- 
tual telephone companies in the State 
with upward of 100,00 homes supplied 
with service. Practically all these homes 
are outside the cities and towns and af- 
ford the only means the farmers had of 
obtaining telephone communication. 
They built their own lines, each farmer 
buying his own instrument and paying 
pro rata of the cost of the poles and 
wires. These mutual lines are connect- 
ed with the lines of the Bell and inde- 
pendent systems. 

There are about 30 co-operative ele- 
vators In the State. There are 264 co- 
operative elevators incorporated, and 
many organizations are known to be in 
existence tliat have not been incor- 
porated. 

These elevators were organized to han- 
die the grair of the members and of 
others. They are branching out, and 
are purchasing the coal used by the 
members, sometimes buying a carload 
of sugar or of groceries or buying 
feed.

The most notable example of co- 
operative trading 1s the Grange store at 
Olathe, and its branches in other towns 
and its allied enterprises, a bank, an 


yards. The store has been in operation 
for 35 years, and it has a paid-up capli- 
tal of $100,000, and a surplus account 
of $20,000. In 30 years it has distributed 
more than $500,000 in profits, besides sell- 
ing goods to the members at lower fig- 
ures than the same quality could be 
purchased -in the crdinary stores. 

The next oldest co-operative enterprise 
is the Wathena Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion. Eight years ego the fruit growers 
in that section were receiving from 530 
cents to % cents a crate for berries. 
This year the lowest was $1.50 a crate. 
From an original membershinv of 12 eight 
years ago, the association has 153 mem- 
bers, and does more than $500,000 worth 
of business a year, and owns’ property 
worth $20,000. This association has or- 
ganized an elevator company, a lumber 
yard, a general store and a co-operative 
fire insurance company. 

There are more than fifty co-operative 
insurance companies of various activi- 
ties in the State. 

Most of the are hail and livestock 
concerns, but these are branching out 
now and are writing general fire and 
tornado insurance for their members at 
about one-third the old line insurance 
rates. There is one mutual company in 
Kansas that insures its members against 
casualty and property damages by 
reason of the member owning and driv- 
ing a motor car.

Produce Association Formed, 
A new line of endeavor in the co-op- 


erative work arose this year in Lyon! 


County, where the Lyon County Farm- 
ers’ Produce Association was organized. 
This association is a selling concern en- 
tirely. Yt sends men into the farm re- 
gions of other states and hunt out farm- 
ers who want to buy alfalfa and prairie 
hay, Kaffir, cane, millet, 
meal, alfalfa seed or anything the 
Lyon County farmer grows. The deal 
is made direct from this association. 
The membership comprises 200 persons 
and in five months the association 
handled $53,000 worth of business for 
members. It sold 140 cars of hay, at 
an average of 30 cents a ton higher 
than the farmer himself could have ob- 
tained. 

There are 23 co-operative delivery 
systems in as many towns in the State, 
organized by merchants.

MAX ZACH, IN BOSTON, 
DESCRIBES WAR ABROAD 


Svmphony Leader Writes Ar- 
thur J. Gaines of Experiences 


When Austria Mobolized. 

Max Zach, conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, who is tn Boston 
since his return last week from the 
European war zone, has written Arthur 
J. Gaines, the orchestra’s business man- 
ager, a description of his experiences 
Guring mobilization times abroad. 

Zach visited his home, Lemberg, Aus- 
tria, shortly after the assassination of 
the Archduke and his consort in Servia, 
and said that excitement was running 
high then. Lemberg citizens at the time 
feared Russia, he said. Since then the 
Czar’s army has occupied thd town. 

Zach reached Carlsbad the day Austria 
declared war. He said everyone not a 
resident seemed bent on leaving the 
place, and that he was advised to pro- 
ceed to Holland. As there was so much 
excitement and as he dislikes frantic 
crowds, he decided to remain, remem- 
bering he had become a naturalized citi- 
zen of the United &tates in 1900 and feel- 
ing safe on that score. 

For days then, while his friends in 
America were anxious to hear from him, 
he, with a few other Americans, was 
calmly taking the cure. He said he felt 
he was in the safest place on the Eu- 
ropean Continent. 

Finally a special train for Holland was 
arranged for the American citizens and 
he departed with Jackson Johnson, pres- 
ident of the International Shoe Co. He 
had charge of a dozen pieces of hand 
baggage for the party, and was kept 
busy by constant changing of trains, and 
frequent military inspection. 

Returning on the Rotterdam, he trav- 
eled with four artists who had been 
heard under his baton tn St. Louis in the 
past. They were Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, Mme. Gadski, Mrs. Bloomfield 
Zeisler and a musician named Collins.

Every Supporter of Bond Issue 
Should Put Name on Elec- 
tion Rolls Wednesday. 


TWO-THIRDS VOTE NEEDED 


& 


Little Heard of A. & M. Grab 
Scheme Since Expose of Scher- 
rér-Troll Partnership. 


The first practical work in the cam- 
paign to complete the free bridge will 
be done next Wednesday, when an ef- 
fort will be made to induce every sup- 
porter of the $2,750,000 bond issue, to be 
voted on Nov. 6, to go to the polling 
place in hig precinct and register. 

The free bridge initiative petitions 
circulated last spring were signed by 
nearly 12,000 citizens who were not reg- 
istered. Postal cards have been mailed 
to all of these voters requesting them 
to registér. They are also being visited 
by the free bridge workers in the dif- 
ferent precincts. 

The registration books will be opened 
fn each precinct at 8 a. m., next Wednes- 
day, and will be closed at 10 p. m.. All 
electors whose names are not now on 
the registration books, must register 
then, or they Will be deprived of their 
vote in the special bridge bond issue 
election, and also at the general elec- 
tion Nov. 8. 

Veters who have not moved since they 
last registered will not have to re- 
register. The Board of Election Com- 
missioners estimates that several thou- 
sand voters have moved since they reg- 
istered either at the general election 
two years ago, the mayoralty election in 
the spring of 1913, or the charter elec- 
tion last June. 

The Democratic, Republican and Pro- 
gressive city committees have al] made 
plans te canvass the city in the interest 
of a full registration. With the work 
done by the political committees and the 
representatives of the Citizens’ Free 
Bridge Committee, it ie expected that 
the registration will be complete. 

A two-thirds majority of all votes 
cast at the special election will be nec- 
essary to carry the free bridge bond 
issue. The Citizens’ Committee is com- 
prised of the representatives of 114 busil- 
ness, civic, pelitical and district organ- 
izations, and preparations are being 
made to carry on @ vigorous campaign. 

Only One Unfavorable Reply. 

The Citizens’ Committee has sent 
letters to all the candidates of al! 
parties asking them whether they are 
in favor of completing the bridge 
without further delay. Out of the 
first 100 anewers there was only one 
unfavorable reply and that was from 
John P. Herrmann, Socialist cand{- 
date for Congress in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict. He said he would be for the 
bridge bond issue provided the loop 
franchise should be repealed. 

State Senator Maurice J. Cassidy, 
who is also secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, wrote a letter to 
Chairman Shapleizh ef the Citizens’ 
Committee pledging himself to do 
everything fn his power to aid in car- 
rying the bond issue. Cassidy sald 
there had been some opposition to the 
former bridge bonds because the work 
on the bridge was not done by union 
labor. If some plan could be arranged 
by which union men could be em- 
ployed on the unfinished work, he 
said, he thought nearly all the union 
men would support the bond issue, 

Cassidy also promised to furnish 
some speakers for the bridge cam- 
peign. Speeches in support of the 
bond tessue will be made at all the 
political and business meetings held 
between now and the election. More 
than 200 speakers have volunteer@ 
for thie work.

When the Bankers’ Trust Oo be- 
came somewhat straightened for 
funds to continue the railroad con- 


struction work, it became necessary? 


that the railroad company should 
give notes for construction materia! 
and equipment, and most of these 
notes I signed or indorsed personally, 
and some of them are stil] outstand- 
ing.” 

The appraisers devoted a large part 
of their report to the railroad H. 
. Hilliard, president of the Central 
National Bank, and one of the ap- 
praisers, went over the railroad and 
nearby territory. 

The appraisers reported that the 
road was in good condition for a new 
road, but found that much of it tray- 
ersed large ranches. Particular men- 
tion was made that it ran 14 miles 
through one ranch, the owner of 
which would refude to divide this tract 
or sell te anybody. 

The appraisers also said there had 
been such haste in realizing on the 
subsidies that for a long distance the 
road had not been ballasted, but had 
merely been laid on the ground. 
Heavy rains last spring caused much 
damage to the road. The appraisers 
fixed the value of the road at $10,000 
a mile, or $3,160,000, 

Worth 810,000 a Mile. 

“The country through which the 
road runs,” the appraisers’ report 
says, “is sparsely settled and it is 
going to take some i considerable 
time, in our judgment, to justifv the 
belief that the earnings will be suf- 
ficient to pay the interest on the 
bonds. We cannot believe otherwise, 
however, than that the road is worth 
$10,000 a mile. It could not be built 
for that amount, but, as an invest- 
ment, it sems that one desiring prop- 
erty of this kind could well afford to 
pay that or more, providing they are 
willing to do without returns for two 
or three years.” 

At the time the trust company 
books were audited it was carrying 
the railroad bonds held by it at 
$2,400,000, and was also  oarrying 
loans to the ralflroad for $1,582,638.57, 
making a total of $3,982,688 carried 
on the books for a railroad valued by 
the appraisers at $3,160,000. 

The appraisers found that the trust 
company had additional Mabilities on 
account of the railroad te the amount 
of $475,000, which would make a total 
of $4,457,638.57, er $1,297,03857 mere 
than the appraisers feund the road 
to be worth. 

The expert accountants reported that 
the books showed that of a total of 
$3,982,688.57 of bonds and notes of 
the railroad company, the trust com- 
pany had pledged for money borrowed 
$3,775,30L19, or $615,801.19 more than the 


appraisers reported the entire road to]: 


be worth. 


Railroad Declared Dtvidené4é. 
The appraisers also found that in 1913 


the railroad company had declared a 
dividend of $79,680, all of which was 
credited te Franklin's acoount. The 
railroad company had bond Interest fall- 
ing due, which has not been paid, but 
the dividend was declared. The ap- 
praisers reported that other stockhold- 
ers in the railroad besides the trust 
company were entitled to $10,000 of this 
dividend, and fixed that amount as an 
additional lability of the trust com- 
pany. 

The expert accountants’ audit of the 
trust company’s books does not show 
that this $79,000 was oredited te divi- 
dends received from stock, and, accord- 
ing to the accountants, there is noth- 
ing on the books to show that it was 
received. If it came tnto the accounts 
of the trust company, it probably was 
through a decrease In an indebtedness 
from the railroad to the trust company, 
and no detalis are given. 

The accountants and appraisers re- 
ported that the trust company had an 
agreement by which {ft was to receive 
the balance of bonds issued by the rail- 
road company and that Im consideration 
of these the notes of the railroad com- 
pany would be canceled. 

It was shown that railroad bonds 
were pledged to the National Bank of 
Commerce to the amount of $2,881,000, 
and to other banks and trust companies 
to the amount of $190,000. There was 
also pledged to the National Bank of 
Commerce notes of the railroad to the 
amount of $1,004,801.19. The total in- 
debtedness of the trust company to the 
Bank of Commerce for money borrowed 
by it was shown to be $991,000. The to- 
tal, book value, of all securities held 
by the National Bank of Commerce to 
secure this indebtedness is shown to be

Coroner’s Physician Finds Gas 
Stove Caused Carbon Monoxide

bon monoxide poisoning, resulting

Lane, a negro nurse girl, were un- 
conscious when Mrs. Roach returned 
to the room Thursday night, after 
having been out for a few hours. 
The cause of the child's death was 
disclosed by a chemical analysis 
made by the Coroner’s Physician 
Abekin. He said the heater was under 
the room in which thé children were 
sleeping and there was no flue or chim- 
ney by which the foul air could escape 
from the room.

PROF. JAMES LOVE, 94, 
BURIED AT LIBERTY 


Missouri Educater Was Member 
of First Graduating Class 
at State University. 
LIBERTY, Mo., Sept. 12.—Funeral 
services for Prof. James Love, Mis- 
sourl ploneer, were held here today. 
Prof. Love was 94, and the oldest man 
in Clay County. He came to Missouri 
from Kentucky, where he was born 
in 1842, and for a few years taught 

school at Fulton. 

He was the victim

He entered the State 
University at its beginning and was 
a member of the first graduating 
class.

list of atrocities alleged to have been committed by the German armies 
upon the Belgian noncombatants. 

Today Gen. von Boehn, commanding the Ninth Imperial Field Army,

T zeppelins have orders to drop their 
MBoribs only on fortifications and sol- 
diers,’’ he answered. 

Missed the Mark. 

“As a matter of fact,” I remarked,

dropped 200 yards nearer my head, I 
would not be smoking one of your ex- 
cellent cigars today.”

“Well, Herr Powell,” said he laugh- 
ing, “we will think about it,” and he 
continued gravely: 

“Y trust you will tell American 
people, through your newspapers, what 
I have told you today. Let them hear 
our side of this atrocity business. It 
is only justice that they should be 
made familiar with both sides of the 
question.” 

The reader as my conversation with 
the General as nearly verbatim as was 
possible. I have no comment to make. 
I will leave it to the reader to decide 
for himself just how convincing are 
the answers of the German General of 
Staff to the Belgian accusations. 

Thompson Takes Pictures. 

Before we began our conversation, I 
asked the General if Donald Thomp- 
son, the Kansas photographer who ac- 
companied-me, and whose sprightly ad- 
ventures I reported in recent dis- 
patches, might take photographs of 
the great army passing. Five minutes 
later Thompson whirled away in a 
military motor car, ciceroned by the 
officer who attended the army school 
at Fort Riley. They stopped the car 
beside the road in a place where the 
light was good, and when Thompson 
Saw an approaching regiment or bat- 
tery which he wished to picture he 
would tell the officer, whereupon the 
officer would blow a whistle and the 
whole column would halt. 

“Just wait a few minutes until the 
dust settles,” Thompson would remark 
nonchalantly, lighting a cigarette, and 
the Ninth Imperial Army, whose col- 
umns stretched over the countryside as 
far as the eyé could see, would stand 
in fits tracks until the air was suffi- 
ciently clear to get the picture. 

A field battery of the Imperial Guard 
rumbled past. Thompson made some 
remark about the accuracy of American 
gunners at Vera Cruz. 

“Let us show you what our gunners 
can do," said the officer and he gave 
an order. There were more orders, a 
Perfect volley of them, a bugle shrilled 
harshly, the eight horses strained 
drivers cracked 
their whips and the gun left the road, 
bounded across a ditch and swung into 
Position in an adjacent field. On a 
knoll, three miles away, an ancient 
windmill was beating the air with its 
huge wings. 

A shell hit the windmill fair and 
square and tore it Into splinters. 

“Good work,"" Thompson observed 
critically. “If those fellows of yours 
keep on, they'll be able to get jobs in 
the American navy after the war.’’ 

In the annals of modern war, I do 
not believe there is a parallel to this 
American war photographer, halting 
with upraised, péremptory hand, an ad- 
vancing army and leisurely photograph- 
ing regiment after regimént, then hav- 
ing the field gun of the Imperial Guard 
go into action solely to gratify his curi- 
osity.

This unusual experience came about 
in @ curious and roundabout way after 
an encounter in the streets of Ghent on 
Tuesday last between a German mili- 
tary automobile and a Belgian armored 
car, in which two German soldiers were 
wounded. As told in my dispatches, the 
American Vice-Consul, Van Hee, per- 
suaded the Burgomaster to accompany 
him immediately to the headquarters 
of Gen. von Boehn, to explain the cir- 
cumstances and ask that they should 
not be held responsible for the unfortu- 
nate affair.

tunity of a talk with Powell, so ag to 
give him the German version. Van Hee 
told him that, by a fortunate coinci- 
dence, I happened to be in Ghent, 
whereupon the General asked him to 
bring me out to dinner the following. 
day, and issued a ‘safe conduct” 
through the German lines. 

His Own Chauffeur. 

Tnough nothing was said about a pro- 
tographer, I took Thompson with me. 
' As there was some doubt about the pro- 
priety of taking a Belgian military driv- 
er into the German lines, I drove the 
car myself. 

Half a mile out of Sottoghem, our 
road debouched into a great highwey | 
which leads through Lille to Paris. We. 
suddenly found ourselves in the midst, 
of a German army. It was a sight | 
never to be forgotten. As far as the’ 
eye could see, stretched solid columns 
of marching men pressing westward, 
ever westward. The army was ad- 
vancing in three mighty columns along 
three parallel roads, the dense masses 
of moving men in their elusive blue- 
gray uniforms looking for all the 
world like three monstrous serpents 
crawling across the countryside. 
American flags which fluttered from 
our windshield proved a passport in 
themselves and as we approached close, 
the locked ranks parted and let us 
through. 

For five solid hours we motored be- 
tween the walls of marching men. It, 
seemed the interminable ranks would. 
never end, and so far as we were' 
concerned they never did, for we never, 
saw the head of that mighty column. 


Flower of German Army. 


We passed regiment after regiment, 
brig after brigade of infantry, after. 
them hussars, uhlans, curassiers, field 
batteries, more infantry, more field 
guns, ambulances, then siege guns, 
each drawn by 380 horses, engineers, 
telephone corps, pontoon wagons, ar- 
mored motor cars, then more uhlans, 
the sunlight gleaming vn their forest 
lances, more infantry in spiked hel- 
mets, all sweeping by irresistibly as a 
mighty river, with their faces turned 
toward France. This was the Ninth 
field army, composed of the very flower 
of the empire, tncluding the magnifi- 
cent troops of the Imperial Guard. 

It was, first and last, a fighting 
army. The men all were young. They 
struck me as being keen as razors and 
hard as nails. Their horses are mag- 
nificent. The field guns of the Im- 
perial Guard are almost twice the size 
of any used in the United States army. 
But most interesting of all were the 
five gigantic howitzers, each drawn 
by 16 pairs of horses. They can tear a 
city to pieces at a distance of a dozen 
miles. 


Soldiers Carry Maps. 


The maps of Belgium, with which 
every soldier was provided, are the 
finest examples of artography I ever 
saw. Every path, farm building, clump 
of trees were shown. At one place a 
huge army wagon containing a complete 
printing press was drawn up beside the 
road and the morning edition of the 
“Deutsche Krieger Zeitung” (German 
War News) was being printed and dis. 
tributed to the passing men. It con- 
tained nothing but accounts of Ger. 
man victories, of which I never heard, 
but which seemed greatly to cheer the 
men. 

Field kitchens, with smoke pouring 
from stovepipe funnels, rumbled down 
the lines, serving steaming soup and 
coffee to the marching men, who held 
out tincups and had them filled with. 
out once breaking step. There were 
wagons filled with army cobblers, git- 
ting cross-legged on the floor mending 


the soldiers’ shoes, just as if they were} 


* 


back in their little ships in the Fa- 
therland. 

Other wagona, to all appearances or- 
dinary two-wheeled farm. carts, hid 
under their arched canvas covers ma- 
chine guns which could instantly be 
brought into action. The medica] corps 
Was magnificent as it was  business- 
like, and was as perfectly equipped and 
as efficient as a great city hospital. 

Men on bicycles, with coils of in- 
sulated wire slung between them, strung 
a field telephone from tree to tree, so 
the General commanding could converss 
with any part of the 50-miles-long col- 
umn. 

The whole army never sleeps. When 
half is resting, the other half is ad- 
vancing. : 

Men Well Cared Fer. 

The soldiers are treated as valuable 
machines which must be speeded up to 
the highest possible efficiency; there- 
fore they are well fed, well shod, well 
clothed and worked as a cotton field 
teamster works his mules. Only men 
who are well cared for can march 3% 
miles a day, week in, week out.

“Two Austrian armies are surrounded, 
60.000 prisoners have been taken, includ- 
The surrender of both 
armies is impending. 

“The Germans are again moving their 
troops from the East to the West.” 

ROME, via Paris, Sept. 12..—News from 
the Austrian frontier says the Austrian 
army in Galicia is demoralized and that 
the efforts of the officers to restore con- 
fidence are in vain. It is added that the 
Austrian soldiers gre in a panic and are 
fleeing for safety. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 12.—The Russian 
troops are drawing nearer the San River, 
according to the official announcement 
made tonight. The Austrian army is in 
retreat and is being closely pursued by 
the Russians. 

PARIS, Sept. 12.—A Petrograd dis- 
patch to the Havas Agency says: 

“Russian successes are reported ev- 
erywhere in the theater of operations. 
Notwithstanding the brilliant efforts of 
the Hungarian cavalry and the ability 
of the Austrians to entrench themselves 
in a clever manner, the Russians have 
completely crushed the bulk of the op- 
posing armies and are occuping more 
territory every day. 

“The Russian artillery was so effect- 
ive at the bombardment of Nicolaieff, 
south of Lemberg, that the Austrians’ 
guns were silenced the first day, where- 
upon the Austrians began the evacua- 
tion without awaiting an assault. Rus- 
sian airmen signaled the Austrian re- 
treat, and the Russian artillery and 
Cavalry gallantly dashed around, cut- 
ting them off and inflicting enormous 
losses,"’ 

Another Havas Agency dispatch from 
Petrograd says that yesterday's news 
of the defeat of the Austrian left wing 
near Tomaszow (Russian Poland), is 
confirmed. The Austrians were sur- 
rounded in a triangle formed by the 
Vistula River and a tributary, San, 
‘and the wing was crushed before the 
arrival of the Germans, who came by 
forced marches to the aid of the Aus- 
trians.

Russia’s Success in Galicin Deprives 
| Germany of Oil. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 12.—Russia’s 
conquest of Galicia, carrying with it 
control of the great Galician oil fields 
which have been Germany’s main 
source of supply, outside of the 
United States, has a most important 
bearing on the outcome of the war. 
Incidentally, it may become of com- 
mercial significance in the United 
States, with its vast business in the 
exportation of petroleum products. 

As‘the Germans are waging this 
war mainly on a mechanical basis, 
their loss of the source of their mo- 
tive power for automobiles, aero- 
planes and dirigibles must eventu- 
ally tell heavily on the effectiveness 
of the German fighting machine. 
Soldiers returned from the scene of 
the Russian reverse near Soldau lay 
stress on the German use of armored 
motors carrying Maxims, which did 
great execution until Russian artil- 
lery nosed them out.

ANTWERP, via London, Sept. 12.— 
The sudden change in the Belgian pol- 
icy, from the defensive to the offensive, 
has had a material effect upon German 
strategical dispositions tn Be'gium. The 
Ninth Army Corps, which was located 
around Lille, in France, has been re- 
called while on its way to join the 


forces of Paris, and is now opposing 
the Belgian infantry. 

The most remarkabie thing about the 
Belgian attack upon Aerschot, which 
ended in the driving out of the Ger- 
mans, was the accuracy of their artil- 
lery fire. Three small villages which 
were held by the Germans were de- 
stroyed by shell fire in little more than 
an hour, and following that, Gen. La 
Forge, commanding the. Belgians, or- 
dered his carabineers to deliver a grand 
assault upon the German position. 

For half an hour before the assault 
took place the Belgian guns kept pour- 
ing a perfect storm of shells, mostly 
shrapnel, upon the German line, with 
the result that several hamlets which 
had been used as protection by the 
enemy were set on fire and made unin- 
habitable. 

Charge of Carabineers. 

Dusk was falling as the sky was lit 
with the flames from these farm houses 
and just then the bugle charge was 
sounded and the carabineers, in their 
queer, leather-covered square-top hats, 
momentos of a bygone generation, and 
their bottle-green uniforms, rose like one 
man and raced forward, bayonets poised 
and shouting “Vive Ja Belgique.” 

The enemy was strongly entrenched 
along the railway and with a close wood 
on his flank, but despite the machine 
gun fire that was directed against the 
advancing Belgians, these “Black Dev- 
ils’’ as the Germans call them, would 
not be denied.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Under the au- 
spices of the National Liberal Club 
and the Constitutional Club, two 
great rival political organizations of 
the metropolis, whose members be- 
fore the war were scarcely on speak- 
ing terms, an enthusiastic meeting 
was held in the London Opera House 


Minister’s call for recruits. The 
chief speaker was Winston Spencer 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admir- 
alty. 

“It is too soon to speculate on the 
result of the great battle which is 
now being waged in France,” said 
Churchill, “but everything we have 
heard during four long days of anx- 
fety seems to point to a marked and 
substantial turning of the tide. W® 
have seen the force of the French 
and British armies strong enough 
not only to contain and check the 
devastating avalanche which has 
swept over the French frontier, but 
now, for four long days, the enemy 
has been splendidly rolled back. 

“Must Not Build High Hopes.” 

“In a battle taking place on a 
front of over 100 or 150 miles one 
must be very careful not to build too 
high hopes on the results achieved. 
But, when every allowance has been 
made for the uncertainty with which 
great operations are always en- 
‘shrouded over so great an area, the 
situation tonight is better, far better, 
than the cold calculations as to the 
fforces available before the war could 
lead us to expect in this early stage 
of the campaign. 

“But had thig battle been as disas- 
trous as, thank God! it appears to be 
triumphant, I should have come be- 


tfore you tonight with unbated confi- 


dence, with certainty that we have 
only to continue our efforts to bring 
fthis was to the conclusion which we 
wish and intend. 

“The war has now been in progress 
five or six weeks. In that time we hav« 
swept German commerce from the seas. 
All our ships, with inconsiderable ex- 
ceptions, are urriving safely and punc- 
tually at their destinations, carrying 
the commerce upon which the wealth 
and industries and power to make war 
of this country depend. 
| “We have transported, not without 
danger, but still hitherto safely and suc- 
cessfully, great numbers of soldiers 
across the seas from all quarters of the 
world to be directed upon the decisive 
theater of the land struggle. We have 
swept the so-called German Ocean with- 
out discovering a German flag. 

‘Naval Supremacy Assured.” 

“The number of battleships that will 
be completed within the next 12 months 
is more than double the number that 
will be completed for Germany, and 
the number of cruisers will be three or 
four times as great. Therefore we may 
count upon the naval supremacy of the 
country being effectively maintained. 

“What we now have to do is to make 
under the cover and shield of the navy 
@ great army strong enough to cnable 
the country to take its proper share in 
the decision of this terrible struggle. 
To make the assistance of the empire as 
effective we should put on the Con- 
tinent and keep there an army of at 
least 1,000,000 men. 

“That figure is well within the com- 
pess of the arrangements now on foot 
and well within the scope of the meas- 
ures which Lord Kitchener has taken. 
By the new year we will have an addi- 
560,000 men ready for the field, and by 
the summer of 1915 we will have 2% 
army corps in fighting shape. 

“It is our life against Germany's. Upon 
that there must be no compromise or 
truce. We must go forth unflinchingly 
tu the end.’’

GERMAN PRINCE 
WANTS HAGUE 10.

Henry of Rouss Writes to Am- 
bassador About Alleged 
Belgian Acts. 


— 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12—Count Von 
Bernstorff, German Ambassador to the 
United States, made public an extract 
from a letter, written. to him by Prince 
Henry of Rouss, under date of Aug. 15, 
and received yesterday. The extract 
follows. 

“I hope that we have already protest- 
ed to the Government at Brussels for 
the frightful atrocities which were com- 
mitted, and are still being committed 
daily, by the lower class of the Bel- 
gian population against our brave sol- 
diers, especially against wounded ones. 
It seems that the Belgian Government 
is either helpless, or else does not know 
the least about these things, which are 
worse than the cruelties committed dur- 
ing the Balkan war. 

“It might be very advisable if the 
Belgian Government would be asked 
from The Hague to take energetic 
steps in the Belgian districts not 
yet occupied by the Germans, s0 
that an end is put to this detestable 
war of franc-tireurs (snipers), and 
that .army may fight only against 
army. The reports are coming in daily 
about guards being treacherously killed 
by peasants, etc., and the fearful cruelty 
committed even by women to our 
wounded soldiers. This will forever re- 
main a shameful spot in the history of 
Belgium. iIt also seems that in Belgium 
the minor Catholic clergy is carry-

Brother Annonuces Irregu- 
larities After Going Over 
Books in Office of B. C. 
Stevens, Who, It Is Said, 
Has Not Been Seen There 
Since Last Sunday. 


ONE MAN PUTS LOSS OF 
HIS FAMILY AT $6000 


Deeds of Trust Canceled by 
Foreclosure Reported Ne- 
gotiated Second Time; 
Deals Reported to Total a 
Large Amount. 


R. H. Stevens, a Clayton lawyer, told 


reporters and others last night that the 
affairs of the Clayton firm doing busi- 
ness as “B. C. Stevens, Real Estate, 
Mortgage Loans and Insurance,” are 
“involved.” 

Stevens is a brother of Beverly C. Ste- 
vens, 5280 Washington avenue, head of 
the firm. He made the statement volun- 
tarily after he and Ellis Stevens, a 
nephew of B. C. Stevens, had spent sev- 
eral hours going over the firm’s books. 
The examination extended far into the 
evening. 

Beverly C. Stevens was not present 
when the books were inspected. It was 
said in Clayton that he had not been 
seen at his office since last Sunday 
afternoon, when he went there and, 
after remaining there a short time, de- 
parted, carrying books and papers. 

Repeated efforts to see Stevens at 
his home between 6 p. m. and midnight 
were unsuccessful. Examination of the 
books yesterday. afternoon and last 
night followed visits made by many 8t. 
Louis County residents to banks, title 
examining offices and the County Re- 
corder’s office to examine deeds which 
they had obtained as a result of real 
estate transactions through the Stevens 
office. 


Large Amount Involved. 
In announcing that the affairs of his 
Drother’s firm were “involved,” R. H. 
Stevens said his brother would be able 
to produce assets which would be at 
least $50,000 in excess of the firm’s lia- 
bilities. . 

A prominent Clayton business man in 
close touch with the real estate situation 
in St. Louis County, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that “a very large 
amount of money” would be found to be 
involved as the result of transactions 
through the Stevens’ office in which, 
through oversight or otherwise, many 
deeds of trust which had been canceled 
by foreclosure were negotiated a sec- 
ond time, and were given as collateral 
for loans, when, in fact, they were 
worthless. 

R. H. Stevens said he was surprised 
to find that his brother's firm was “in- 
volved,” as he had e\.ry reason to be- 
lieve in the firm’s soundness and integ- 
rity. Beverly C. Stevens’ private for- 
tune is said to consist of equities in 43 
houses in St. Louis County, an interest 
in a Birmingham (Ala.) coal mine, and 
a half interest in a subdivision property 
on the Olive street road. 

J. H. Schaberg, living on the Forsythe 
road, Clayton, told a reporter that his 
family stood to lose from $5000 to $6000 
because of certain transactions involving 
commercial paper handled through the 
Stevens’ firm. 

County Collectors to Sue. 

It is said that in a number of in. 
stances, after foreclosing on a mortgage, 
the trustee failed to mark on the deed, 
“canceled by foreclosure,’’ and after- 
ward the legally worthless deed was re- 
sold or given ag security for loans ne-

August Kassebaum, Collector of St. 
Louls County, announced he would file 
suit in the Circuit Court at Clayton to- 
morrow through his attorney, State Sen- 
ator A. BE.

R. H. Stevens said he was trustee 
named in the deed affecting the property 
on which the Kassebaum suit will be 
based, and that he foreclosed {ft on re- 
quest of the Stevens office, because of 
an unpaid interest note.

Press of Applications for Acces- 
ory Space Forces Change— 
Exhibit to Include All 
Leading Cars. 


Friday night spaces were allotted 
Automobile 
Show, to be held under the auspices 
of the St. Louls Automobile Manufac- 
turers and Dealers’ Association, at 
Forest Park Highlands, Oct. 5-10, by 
the Show Committee, which sat up 
all night to complete the apportion- 
ment. Practically every car repre- 
sented in St. Louis will be exhibited 
at the show. The only exceptions are 
those the manufacturers of which. 
cannot get their 1915 models made 
by Oct. 5, when the show opens. 

The Show Committee met at the 
offices of the Western Automobile 
Co. at 7:30 o’clock Friday night, and 
played checkers over the show space 
plat until 8 a m. Saturday, allotting 
spaces to the applicants. 

The feature of the show this fall 
will be the fact that the so-called 
“Insurgents” have come into the fold, 
and it is now a settled fact that in 
the future there will be but one au- 
tomobile show each year in St. Louis, 
and that--a-big one under the aus- 
pices of the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Applications for. truck and commer- 
cial car space have been larger than 
usual, so that nearly-all of the com- 
mercial motor vehicles represented in 
St. Louis will be shown. 

Decorations to Be Unusual. 

The scheme of decoration has been 
changed somewhat, so that visitors 
to the al fresco automobile show will 
be immediately struck by its novelty. 
Every particle of woodwork in the 
pavilions and theater will be covered 
with great masses of oak foliage, in- 
terspersed with clusters of dark red 
autumn foliage. The 200 posts will 
be concealed by asparagus, the feath- 
ery foliage of which will be festooned 
in masses, making a solid pillar of 
green. The large rotunda at the en- 
trance will be the key to the decora- 
tive scheme. A large formal flower 
bed of blooming plants will occupy 
the center. The east wall of the ro- 
tunda will be built up of fissured, or 
waterworn rock, topped by 15 feet 
of oak follage, giving the effect of a 
cliff, and a small stream of water 
will trickle down over the rocks, 
forming a small spring at the base, 


aquatic plants. 

T. Lk Hausmann, chairman of the 
Show Committee, outlined the plans 
of the show to the Accessories Asso- 
Clation last Wednesday evening, and 
in-.the general discussion which fol- 
lowed the plan for the accessory ex- 
hibits was strongly indorsed by many 
of the members of the Automobile 
Accessories Association, so that the 
accessories display this year wil] far 
Surpass any previous shows in com- 
pleteness and diversity. 

Accessory Spaces Changed. 

Owing to the increased demand for ex- 
hibit space for accesories and attach- 
ments for automobiles the Show Com- 
mittee, at its allotment meeting Friday 
night, found it necessary to change the 
location of the accesories department. 
It will occupy the long pavilion directly 
to the left of the main entrance, lead- 
ing to the cottage, where the electric 
Cars were parked in the 1913 show. This 
pavilion will be screened and inclosed 
and will be elaborately decorated and 
brilliantly illuminated. Arrangements 
have been made to make the accesso- 
ries department distinctive in the ex- 
hibits and decorations. 

All of the guards, guides and attend- 
ants will wear swagger uniforms of 
army khaki and natty, foretgn-style caps, 
adorned by goggles. Exhibitors and “vis- 
itors will receive the same considerate 
and courteous treatment from the show 
force as heretofore, which has tended 
greatly to win for the St. Loufs show 
the reputation of being the best man- 
aged, best arranged and best attended 
automobile show in the country. 

Enclosed Cars to Be Featured. 

According to the exhibitors a large 
number ef the cars shown will be of the 
inclosed-body style, for fall, winter and 
spring use. These will include Berliners, 
limousines, coupes, cabriolettes and town 
cars, 

The Show Committee, consisting of T. 
lL. Hausmann, chairman; Joseph A. 
Schiecht, Samuel Breadon, Ralph R. 
Doak, A. L. Elwood, J. D. Perry Lewis, 
Allan H. Clark, with show manager, 
Robert B. Lee, wag obliged to hold five 
meetings last week, and will be com- 
pelled to hold as many this week to com- 
plete the details of the big show of 
automobiles. 

The committee has selected a very un- 
usual sign for each exhibit, which wil! 
attach to a lattice work background en- 
twined with Southern smilax. Al! of the 
signs will be arbitrarily uniform in Style. 

A very striking 24-sheet poster for the 
billboards has been adopted by the Show 
Committee and will soon be posted al) 
over the city and fn the suburban towns 
and along the highways. It shows an 
automobile driving down a road at night, 
the brilliant headlights of which shine 
upon a roadside billboard, on which the 
announcement of the St. Louis automo- 
bile show stands out fn brilliant red let- 
ters on a pale yellow field.

The development <of American 
ideals, the Secretary said, had 
brought with it a wider freedom and 
a hew type of courage—‘“a constanf 
growth in the spirit of brotherhood.” 
The Constitution of the United 
States, he said, had become a pattern 
copied by other nations, and now was 
to be seen everywhere the waning 
of monarchical authority and heredi- 
tary power. 

“Spirit of Brotherhood Grows.” 

“Accompanying the development of 
freedom has comée a change in the 
type of courage which man has mani- 
fested,” said Bryan. ‘‘There has been 
a constant growth in the spirit of 
brotherhood—an increasing tendency 
among men to unite their efforts in 
défense of common rights and the 
advancement of the common good. 
It ig in this period that our people 
have lived, since our nation, born in 
the revolutionary struggle, entered 
upon its superb career. During these 
years the flag has been ‘gallantly 
streaming’ some times fn ‘the rock- 
et’s.red glare’ and son has imitated 
sire in willingness to maintain. with 
his life, if necessary, the authority

“For a while,” Bryan continued,

Three months 
ego Mrs. Gibbs and her three childrer, 
Curtis, 7 years old, Orlena Anna, 4, and 
Martha, 8, arrived at Wirballen, a Rus- 
sian frontier town,

They passed the time visiting in this 
town and with relatives in Mrs. Gibbs’ 
village, several miles distant. Then 
came the war. 

“See, see,”’ Mre. Gibbs sald to re- 
porters as she pointed to the sole sur- 
vivor of her little flock. ‘“‘Martha is al) 
I've got to take home to my husband. 
My poor babes, Orlena Anna and Cur- 
tis, are buried in Russian fields without 
a stone over them.”’ 

Crutis died in his*mother’s arms in a 
Russian trehch, and in the midst of a 
fierce battle between the troops of the 
Czar and the allied armies of Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. 


; Im Midst of Alarms, 

‘Aug. 1,” said Mrs. Gibbs, “I was 
with my brother-in-law at Wirballen. 
The children wére playing in the yard, 
very happy. I was beginning to think 
of the homeward journey, expecting to 
hear from my: husband any day. We 
heard only casually of the fighting. To- 
ward night, when my brother-in-law 
did not come home, I became alarmed. 
When the children were asleep I heard 
reports like gunshots. 

“The villagers were frightened. The 
news spread that the armies were get- 
ting nearer. Then I got word that my 
brother-in-law had been ordered to mili- 
tary service at once. 

“The next morning I gathered the 
three children and started to walk to 
the village, where my relatives live. 
During the night Curtis, who was never 
strong, took a fit of coughing. 

“We walked, or rather dragged, our- 
selves along for nearly three-quarters 
of a mile. Suddenly I found myself in 
the middle of Russian troops hidden in 
trenches, and they were shooting rap- 
idly at something I could not see. We 
tried to turn in another direction, but 
I got confused. 


Shelter in Trench. 

“A soldier jumped dp from the 
trench and huddled all four of us into 
it. I don’t know how many soldiers 
were there. It was very long and about 
six feet deep. We lay in it all day, ex- 
pecting every moment to die there. The 
soldiers were vry kind and said: ‘Never 
fear, we'll keep harm from you any- 
how.’ 

“The fight kept on furiously unti] 
dark. The soldiers did not get out of 
their trenches. The children, all but 
Curtis, slept. He was coughing. He 
was lying in my arms.

DEMORALIZED US,” 
SAYS. BRITISH 


Joffre’s Message Sunday That 
Big Battle Was Near Was 
What Men Wanted to Hear. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—A correspondent 
of the Standard at Dieppe wires that 
many of the wounded who fell in bat- 
tles in the last week have been brought 
to that French port. The first big batch 
arrived Monday and the second Wednes- 
day. Most of the injuries inflicted upon 
the allies’ soldiers came from the Ger- 
man shell fire. 

The rifle firing of the Germans was 
not very effective, and in many in- 
stances they seemed to have been short 
of cartridges. At least sucb was the ex- 


planation of British: soldiers with whom 


the Standard correspondent talked. 

““‘We were pretty well demoralized at 
One time by the everlasting falling 
back,’’ said one wounded soldier, ‘‘till 
on Sunday we had a message from Gen. 
Joffre that:there would be no more re- 
treating, that a decisive battle was com- 
ing and that we would stand or die and 
win or else be beaten. That was what 
we wanted to hear.’’ 

One who had a splinter of a shell as 
large as a man’s thumb nail tn the calf 
of his right leg gave the Standard cor- 
respondent this picture of battlefield 
conditions: 

Says Germans Seemed Lost. 

“Our army was engaging what we 
believed to be a section of the German 
forces commanded by the Crown Prince 
when I was wounded. The Germans xt 
that stage of the battle seemed lost. 
They had been defending themselves 
almost entirely with howitzers, from 
strongly entrenched positions. The Ger- 
mans were seemingly surrounded and 
eut off and were summoned to surren- 
der. The reply came back that so long 
had ammunition they would 


The howitzer shells of the Germans’ 


dreds of pieces. Peculiarly enough, the 
howitzer shells did much more wound- 
ing than killing. The other shells of 
the Germans, like the cartridges, the 
supply of which they seemed to be 
short, did only little damage. 

“The German aeroplane service was 
perfect. Aa aircraft was always hover- 
ing over us out of range. We were 
certain within an hour after we sight- 
ed an aercplane to get the howitzers 
amongst us. Wherever we moved, how- 


‘lever, we did terrific execution with our 


7% pieces of artillery. I counted in 
one trench 18 dead. Many of them 
were killed as they were in the act -f 
firing or loading. 

No Time to Eat for Ten Days. 

‘The ground occupied by them was 
so thick with dead that I believe lI 
saw one soldier to every two yards. 
You might have walked for a mile on 
bodies without ever putting foot to the 
ground. They buried their dead when 
they fad time, piling 15 or 2 in a shal- 
low pit, and often wounded among 
them. 

‘“T had been fighting almost without 
stopping since Compiegne. For 10 days 
we had no time to eat. 

There were plenty of provisions of 
every kind, but we only tasted meat 
once, because there was no spare time 
to cook. Apples were what we filled 
up with, after bread. I had not smoked 
for a week either, nor anybody else, 
till yesterday. We did not mind, how- 
ever, because we knew we were win- 
ning, and the Germans, on the con- 
trary, were fighting with the knowledge 
of losing. 

‘The Germans, after all, are men and 
soldiers like ourselves, and scores of the 
German wounded were sick at heart and 
cursed the Kaiser for the war. 

27 Germans Had Had Enough. 

“At Hsey we came upon 27 Germans 
on a farm: and expected a hot return, 
but they threw down their rifles an1 
said. ‘Shoot us if you like, but we have 
enough of this butchery.’ 

“It is real butchery, too, when either 
our artillery or their big guns got to 
work. 

“Others told me that what had a 
worse effect almost than the. shells 
was the perpetual retreat day after 
day, without being begten and without 
being allowed to advance or charge.”’

House Members Object to Levy 
on Freight and Await Word 
of Chief Executive. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—House Dem- 
ocrats want President Wilson openly 
to approve the proposed 3 per cent tax 
en freight bills before they introduce 
& War revenue bill carrying that provis- 
fon. That the force of his approval is 
necessary was agreed te today among 
administration leaders. 

Chairman Underwood of the House 
committee preparing the measure de- 
cided to hold up the bill until the Presi- 
dent returns from New Hampshire next 
week, after he and other Democrats 
had conferred with Secretary McAdoo 
and Postmaster-General Burleson. The 
Postmaster-General, it was said, as- 
sured Mr. Underwood the President 
would openly indorsé a tax on freight. 

Democratic leaders, it is said, do not 
desire to assume all responsibility for 
the freight tax in the face of lively 
opposition from many Democrats in 
Congress, which gained so much 
strength today that a petition for a 
party caucus was circulated. Some 
Southern and Western Cengressmen still

keutty, even if the bill is saniedinend Sear 


ing the President’s approval. 

Those who oppose the freight tax in- 
sist that the party should tax luxuries 
and -not directly or indirectly affect the 
price of necessities, particularly food 
products. They will urge increase of 
50 cents a barrel on beer, 10 cents a gal- 
lon on spiritous liquors, 20 cents a gal- 
lon on wines and an undecided tax on 
Cigarettes. In addition it is proposed 
to renew the effort to raise the income 
tax one-half of one per cent without 
altering the exemption figures. The 
previous proposal was disapproved by 
President Wilson. 

An automobile tax also will be urged 
and an inheritance tax of 5 per cent.

The Business Men’s League on yester- 
day mailed 10,000 letters to business or- 
ganizations throughout the country, {p- 
viting them to participate in the “buy 
a bale of cotton” campaign inaugurated 
in St. Louis last week to purchase that 
portion of the South’s cotton crop which 
in normal times would be marketed in 
Purope. 

The country’s organizations are re- 
quested either to start a similar move- 
ment in their respective communities or 
else give widespread publicity to St. 
Louls in the matter, and purchase as 
many bales as possible through the local 
headquarters. In the latter case the cot- 
ton would be stored in St. Louls until 
the purchasers desired to sell. 

By purchasing the South’s surplus cot- 
ton, which cannot be sold to Europe as 
in ordinary times because of the war, 
St. Loufsans hope to keep the cotton 
price up so as to provide enough money 
for Southern planters to move their 
crops and meet their obligations during 
the coming season. 

Some Large Orders. 

About 1200 bales have been ordered in 
the past three days. Leo Levis, presi- 
dent of the Levis-Zukosk! Mercantile 
Co., yesterday ordered 100 bales for the 
Cotton Committee of the manufacturing 
and wholesale miiliners of St. Louls. 

J. Ogden Armour of the Armour Pack- 
ing Co., who on Friday ordered each of 
the company’s branches, numbering be- 
tween 400 and 580, to purchase a bale, 
was requested yesterday by telegraph to 
have them purchased through the St. 
Louls market. 

Armour replied that he had already 
instructed each branch to purchase as 
near as convenient, but said those hav- 
ing difficulty in making ready purchases 


would be instructed to call on the St. 


Louls committee. 

George W. Simmons, vice-chairman of 
the Cotton Committee of the Business 
Men’s League, will attend a big conven- 
tion to be held Tuesday in Muskogee, 
Ok., in the interest of this movement.

Two Per Cent Premium Declared 
by John T. Milliken, Who Has 
Bullion in Denver Mint.

A large part of the $18,000,000 re- 
duction was secured by horizontal re- 
ductions all along the line on the 
theory that each project should re- 
ceive funds to keep it alive until an- 
other bill can be passed at the next 
session of Congress. 

“The reduction made,’’ said Senator 
Burton's statement, ‘‘do not diminish 
by more than a few hundreds of thou- 
sands the ultimate expense of pending 
river and harbor improvement. What 
the opponents of the Bill object to is 
such vicious items as the Cumberland 
River above Nashville, the ultimate ex- 
pense of which would be $4,500,000. A 
proposed system of locks in the Ten- 
nessee, indefinite as to the final ex- 
penditure, remains in the bill. The Sac- 
ramento and Feather rivers, a reclama- 
tion project which does not belong in a 
river and harbor bill, is not changed. 
Upon the subject the bill contemplates 
the expenditure of $6,860,000. 

“As an illustration of the action of 
the committee, a project in Boston har- 
bor, intended to make it easy and safe 
for deep draft boats to enter, and an 
authorization of $1,000,000 for Philadel- 
phia are omitted, while the Brazos, the 
Trinity, the Red and the Ouachita riv- 
ers, though provision is reduced, atill 
remain. 

“A very large number of inconse- 
quential creeks and streams on the At- 
lantic Coast and elsewhere still occupy 
@ prominent place. Under these circum- 
stances the opponents of the bill feel 
compelled to continue their opposition 
with a view to obtaining the elimination 
of glaringly objectionable items.’’ 

The filibuster was continued in the 
Senate all day.

Former Cook Tells Chicago Po- 
lice He Learned Salesmen's 
Ways by Acting as Porter. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—Bernard Lande, a 
cook, today told Chief of Detectives 

John J. Halpin a story which, if proved 

true, will clear up jewel robberies 


amounting to $150,000. Some of the 
thefts have been puzzling the police for 
three years. | 

Lande, it is alleged, confessed te be- 
gan as @ sample case porter and at the 
end of six months was well versed in 
the ways of jewelry salesmen and knew 
many of them. He accomplished his 
first robbery with such ease that he 
didn't hesitate long over his successive 
jobs, according to the police. 

He went to Spaulding’s jewelry store 
Feb. 9, 1912, and walked out with two 
sample cases containing jewelry worth 
$20,000 without a word being asked by 
the scores of clerks working in the 
store. July 18, 1912, he tovok $25,000 worth 
of diamonds from another sample car- 
rier by telling some plausible story. He 
said he robbed Joseph Marochnick, a 
New York salesman, Dec. 28, 1912, of 
precious stones valued at $27,500. 

The list of his alleged robberies, as 
contained in his confession, is astound- 
ing, according to the police. He was 
arrested at his home last Friday by 
private detectives and was turned over 
to the municipal authorities today. His 
confession followed his identification by 
Miss Madge Merrick, a saleswoman em- 
ployed in a State street jewelry store. 

All the robberies to which Lande con- 
fessed took place, and the police will 
call on the losers to verify the cook's 
story.

Bernard P. Bogy of 5843 Maple ave- 
nue yesterday filed a protest tn the 
County Court at Denver, according to 
news dispatches, against the allowance 
of a widow's share to his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Grace Bogy, in the estate of his 
brother, the late Ramsay C. Bogy, Den- 
ver stockbroker, who died last March 
on a train from Los Angeles toe St. 
Louls. Mrs. Bogy claime $2000 as the 
legal part due to her from her hus- 
band’s property. 

Bernard Bogy alleged that his brother 
and his wife separated more than seven 
years ago and by mutual consent were 
living apart at his death. Formerly, 
when he was in_ well-to-do circun- 
stances, the petition declared, he pur- 
chased four lots for $8500 and gave them 
to hia wife, built a house at 166 Logan 
avenue, Denver, for $15,000, and pre- 
sented it to Mrs. Bogy, gave her thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of diamonds, 
and left a $20,000 life insurance policy, 
from which she ig to receive an annual 
income of $1000 until her death, when the 
sum will ‘revert to her heirs. 

Losses in business caused Ramsay 
Bogy to die insolvent, his brother de- 
clared, with assets of $6000 and claims 
of $20,000, most of which was owed to 
his mother, Mrs. Eliza Bogy of St. 
Louis. The widow, as administratrix of 
her husband's estate, collected another 
insurance policy of $998.49, which Ber- 
nard Bogy asserts his brother intended 
te cover «his funeral expenses. The 
widow has refused, the petition declares 
to pay the undertaker who buried her 
husband and the nurse who attended 
him before his death. 

A letter written by Ramaay to his 
sister, Mrs. Genevieve Goldsmith, short- 
ly before his death, was placed on rec- 
erd. It said: 

“IT fully appreciate my wife’s ability 
in the crying line, which I never saw, 
heard or read@ of being equaled, and she 
rightly has great confidence in tears 
winning many a person to her cause.

DOES NOT FAVOR 
GOLD POOL PLAN 


Successful Flotation of New 
York City Loan Improves 
Financial Outlook. 


LONDON IS PLEASED: 


Bankers Look for Early Re- 
tirement of Emergency 
Notes.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12—The HDvening 
Post in its copyrighted weekly financial 
review says! / 

“Developments in the foreign exo 
markets show that the successful city 
loan operation has had important in- 
fluence upon the whole market for in- 
ternational remittances. Cabie dis- 
patches received by Wall street houses 
Within the last few days showed that, 

y, the necessity of 
our caring for the short term loans of 
the city maturing abroad was regarded 
as of the highest importance because 
of the bearing such action would have 
upon other American note issues held 
ebroad. The fact that the loans has 
been &@ pronounced. success and. that it 
hag been distributed as no other loan. 
of the kind. has been, has added to the 
significance of the transaction. 

“The operation was certainly handjed 
well, for the difficulties of securing 
participation in the enterprise were in- 
creased by the fact that all the con- 
tributing banks had many demands 
from their own customers to reckon 
with. There has been an excellent in- 
quiry for the new notes from invest- 
ment institutions of this country, and 
although it is probable that many will 
be placed abroad, the indications are 
that what portion of the loan the pur- 
chasing banks do not care to hold for 
investment purposes could be readily 
sold to bank i saatitatens & Unit- 
ed States. It is evident that the nego- 
tiation of this loan hag so far relieved 
the foreign exchange situation as to 
make it possible for the bankers to get 
along without the additional $150,000,000 
gold pool which the Forgan committee 
favored in its report to the Federal 
Reserve Board a few days ago. 

At any rate, the board has taken 
that view of the situation, for at yes- 
aay Fe theeting it decided to aban- 
don discussion of the proposal for 
the time being, and to ask the com- 
mittee for a néw report, based upon 
the changed conditions, which have 
followed the successful conclusion of 
the New York City loan négotfation:. 


Europe Buying Breadstuffs. 


It is probable that some gold will 
be sent to Ottawa next week in con- 
nection with the Sity loan operation, 
but the shipments will not be heavy. 
By the time that the October and No- 
vember maturities have to be cared 
for, it is Rrehante that the exchange 
rnarket will be in a much more com- 
fortable position, so that it will be 
possibel for the syndicate to remit 
with bills instead of gold. Europe Is 
so enlarging its purchases of food- 
stuffs here as to materially increase 
the supply of exchange and there is 
little doubt that this movement will 
expand from now on, 

t may be.that later the. fnterior 
banks will be asked by the Federal 
Reserve Board to contribute to a gold 
pool, but there is little chance that 
any such gum as $160,000,000 will be 
required.. The financial situation is 
improving, and so far as the money 
market outlook is concerned, there is 
reason to belleve that some of the 
banks will begin to retire their em- 
ergency notes in the near future. 
Many institutions have applied for 
more notes than they required,: hut 
this was natural in view of the com- 
plicationg which confronted the ap- 
plicants at the beginning of last 
month. Since then the situation has 
been helped in many ways through 
the co-operat on seoured between the 
banks, the treasury officials and the 
Federal Reserve Board. 


Some Trading in Bonds. 


There is apparently little chance that 
Congress will amend the Federal] Re- 
serve act 50 as to — member banks 
to carry the new Federal reserve notes 
as a portion of their reserve. The pro- 
posal aroused so much opposition ag to 
make it improbable that those who ad- 
vocated the change would push it fur- 
ther at this session. There never was 
any strong sentiment in favor of the 
proposal except from a few bankers 
who were badly frightened ovér the 
possible complications that might follow 
the failure of the city to pay off its 
maturing obligations abroad. Now that 
these obligations have been cared for, 
it is probable that little will be heard 
of the proposal to put through other 
radical. amendments of the Federal re- 
\serve act before the law has been really 
tested by the country. The decision 
reached this week ty bond houses to 
ually resume trading in a limited 
way has been partially successful. Aj}- 
though the dealings have not been 
broad, there has been sufficient trading 
to show that a good many investors 
were willing to purchase high-grade se- 


= curities at a fair price. None of the 


houses tried to “push business” as they 
do in times of ordinary trading, since 
the effort was merely to test the mar- 
ket and see what buying power there 
was. 

The movement began on the day that 
the city loan negotiations were conclud- 
ed and when investors of various cities 
were sending on inquiries about the 
new loan and the chances of securing 
some of the 6 per cent notes. These 
applications showed that the public has 
still a fondness for the short term note. 
especially when it is backed by the 
bere gy of the principal city of the 

nited States. From this start, it is 
probable that the movement to resume 
trading in municipal bonds and other 
investment securities I rogress 
gradually so that investors will given 
a chance to increase their holdings of 
high-grade securities before the resump- 
tion of trading in the old way.

Crop Is Late and Renewal of 
Paper Due Would Abate 
Worst of War Scare. 


The cotton market continues dull as 
death. Bhere are, however, several very 
fortunate features to our great calamity. 
First, the war occurred so early in the 
season that the cotton trade has an 
opportunity to become accustomed to the 
punishment before cotton began to move 
freely; second, the growing crop is a 
late one. 
that the total cotton ginned prior to 
Sept. 1 was 475,455 bales, the smallest 
ginning since 1910. This small ginning 
may be laid to lateness without much 
fear of denial 

The chances are now good for a big 
crop of cotton, particularly with a late 
frost. The best yield Texas ever had 
followed rains in August, and this season 
they have been plentiful; in fact, of late 
a little too plentiful, but the map has 
cleared and favorable weather for ma- 
fa, and picking is general over Tex- 
as. nder date of Sept. 1 the National 
Weather & Crop Bulletin says: 

“In the cotton belt favorable weather 
pte over most eastern districts, 
he bolls are opening rapidly and picking 
and ginning are progr ng satiasfac- 
torily. In the central states of the belt 
rainy weather interfered with picking 
and caused further damage from shed- 
ding and otherwise, and ingect pests ap- 

increasing. In the western 

too much rain Northern 

some deterioration and 

weevil is increasing. In 

exas the weather was favor- 

able and the crop is doing well, as also 
in Oklahoma, where good rains assure 
sufficient moisture to mature the crop.” 


Marketing Merely Postponed. 


Again, let us congratulate ourselves 
because of our good crop of cotton. 

Were war ravaging our own land and 
the cotton crop in ent danger of 
destruction, then might we ask why it 
was ever raised at so much cost in 
effort and money. As it isa, the mar- 
keting of this crop is merely postponed. 
Taking a large view of the situation and 
considering the present crop as but half 
of two years’ production rather takes 
the scare out of the situation; in De- 
cember of each year we know that we 
have sufficient cotton to cover the need 
of a year, and yet there is no par- 
ticular scare even though we are then 

thin nine months of the beginning 
of'a new crop, possibly as big as the 
preceding one. 

Our next crop may be curtalled to a 
minimum if our farmers so elect; this 
crop in connection with the next one 
will total a maximum no larger than 
the world needs if our farmers so de- 
cide. This is but a ssibility—if it 
were a surety, speculators would take 
the present crop before it had passed 
the gins, and the cotton would be 
financed, too. 

Let our large wholesale houses, who 
extend credits in the cotton country. 
renew the popes that falis due in Oc- 
tober and the situation will be mightil 
relieved. Let them get back to a ram 
ing basis and the need of actual cash 
is small, Our whole system of busi- 
ness is based on credits. That a man 
is unable to meet his obligations in 4 
time like the present is not a reflectio 
on his gtanding in the business world. 
In go | every instance it but proves 
the ne 


of a legitimate extension of 
credit. 
Oredit System Misused. 


It does not stamp the system 
faulty, but rather indicates that it 
wrongfully used, that in times of pros- 
perity, when he needs it the least, a 
man’s credit {is good and in times of 
stress, when he needs it the most, @ 
man’s credit avails him nothing. 

Such a condition is what the reserve 
banks, with their system of rediscounts 
of mercantile paper, are designed to cor- 
rect. On the ve eve of operation of 
these banks, should not our merchants, 
who hold the very existence of so many 
small merchants in their hands, display 
a patience greater than in times of 
ease? Such a spirit is needed now. 

It is a fact that the bulk of the first 
cotton marketed: is pressed for sale be- 
cause of notes that are falling due that 
must be paid. The credit system ex- 
tends, in various ramifications, right 
down to the farmer. Better than money 
he could derive from a forced sale of his 
cotton, and which might but partially 
discharge his debt, would be an exten- 
sion of credit that would enable him to 
market his cotton in leisure and at a 
fair price. 

Sacrifice Unnecessary. 


When all is said, the situation is— 
credit. Undoubtedly the American mills 
will use all the cotton they can possibly 
get labor to spin. The world at large 
will use every @ possible, but it must 
not be forgotten that no mill will buy 
at a high price when there is prospect 
of buying cheaper. They will try out 
the market and use every effort to buy 
cheap cotton. 

Mill stocks of American cotton in Fu- 
rope at the close of August were 1,500,- 
a bales; the total visible supply of 
American cotton in Europe was upwards 
of a million bales {n all, some two and 
one-half million bales of American gcot- 
ton in Europe, say nothing of other 
kinds. Their independence for a time 
is plain when we recall that the total 
exports the past season were 8,883,993 
bales, compared’ with 8,610,719 bales the 
year before. The weight of our crop 
will be felt early. 

With shipping open, how much cotton 

be moving while prices are un- 

f our farmers are taught that 

a bale of cotton will purchase the ne- 
cessities of life, the price will pane 
adjust itself above the level of sacri- 
fice, because sacrifice is made unneces- 
sary. The minimum loan value is the 


minimum price of cotton.

War Affects Prices. 

It is generally believed that if the 
German France is defeated 
it will mean an early peace. On this 
account, with news of allies’ suc- 
cesses, prices decline, and with 
German victories ode ge o ekyward, 
as it is believed t | e Germans 
defeat the allies mean a 
drawn out war. 

With news favo the allies in 
the past week the tendency of wheat 
prices has been steadily downw 
and this was particularly true at the 
close of the week, although there 
were occasional upturns.

Traders appear to be afraid to sell 
wheat short, although many of them 
Claim that without a material improve- 
ment in the buy prices are certain to 
go lower. Operations are s0 restricted 
in the pit that very little trading may 
cause wide fluctuations, and with the 
Present financial situation speculators 
are becoming cautious.

The symptoms seem to indicate leg 
weakness, although this ailment does not 
prove fatal so quickly. That particular 
Symptom seems ‘° indicate vertigo or a 
form of apoplexy. This is usually caused 

_ by feed that is too fattening fed. during 
excessively hot weather. Change the 
diet, giving more wheat, oats, bran and 
milk and less corn. Let the birds have 
free range so far as possible to give 
them the necessary exercise.

Variety is always 
best. Wheat, corn and oats are the 
best grains for poultry. Milk in any 


form is good for them. Unless the birds} 


are on free rangé where they. can get 
bugs, worms and green picking, they 
should be provided with bone and meat 
meal and some form of green feed—let- 
tuce, cabbage, etc., in summer and al- 
falfa or sprouted oats’in winter. An- 
other necessity for penned birds is grit 
of some kind. 


The White Leghorng will ordinarily } 


lay a few more eggs than the Reds, but 
every poultry kecper wants a chicken 
for the table now and then, and that is 
where the Reds make up for their short- 
age in eggs produced. As between the 
two, our best advice would be to choose 
the breed you Hke the best.

“The question that liberates is not ‘Can we manage to have this or 
that?’ but ‘What is the next thing that we can do without? What nezt 

, can we throw out of the window?’ 

“It is not as if this life of comfort and respectability were in itself 
desirable, either for personal or family ends, or for the sake of social 
welfare. But the fact is that if these conventions were not actual they 
would be incredible. 5 . 

“All of it, for which we have to sacrijice life itself, would be incr 
ible—the houses, the furniture, the decorations, the meals, the queer social 
intercourse, the thin intellectuality and estheticism which make up its 
so-called culture, the servants and their ritual, the tiny importances and 
pomposities, the faded, stuffy atmosphere of the family standards and 
judgments. ees 

“Satiety of comfort dulls appreciation, courage and will, and its dis- 

- tractions shatter reflection. Perhaps the strangest thing about this 
onerous habit is that often it is @ mere conspiracy of delusion; often not a 


soul in the family really wants it, and everyone is glad to get away from 
it only for a day. 

“Apart from all considerations of social welfare, the abandonment 
of multiplicity by individual or family is so richly, immediately and 
permanently rewarded, that it is difficult to understand why that disposi- 
tion is not more common. Perhaps the idea, as a practical possibility, 
has never entered the mind of the vast majority. For that reason it is . 
worth setting down two or three of the more obvious rewards. - 

“In the first place, this method does away, once for all, with the tor- 
ment of the limit of income. There is no more of that ignominious anxiety 
about tomorrow; no more of the vague, uneasy, scarcely conscious hanker- 
ing after this or that; no more giving up of something desired. 

“Secondly, this relief, precious as the cessation of physical pain, is 
far surpassed by the positive inheritaince of reality and its perfections, 
which have been occluded by material multiplicity. ; 

“Thirdly, the rejection of the complications built up under the ideals 
of cop “ort and respectability is one of the three or four greatest services 
that auyone can render to his children. It is happy for them for all their 
lives if they are brought up in a quiet and lowly home, unhappy for them 
and for their country if they are made soft and dainty by elaborate com- 
fort and attendance, distracted: by multiplicity and novelty, accustomed 
to costliness, and taught to covet respect and to despise the poor and ig- 
norant. 

“Fourthly, an inexpensive life frees money for those who are in need 
of it; the quiet life gives leisure to be with them; and homely ways and 
homely rooms are for them approachable and familiar. : 

“And finally, so utterly conventional and empty are the artificial 
wants that whoever liberates himself may liberate many, and at least 
relieyes the pressure over a wider area than he can trace. All these ure 
vast ts and well worth seeking.” 
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are two devices or arrangements 
for having brains that some people will 
find very convenient and useful at those 
critical moments when they are begin- 
ning to feel (as many of us do, once in 
so often) that they haven’t any. 

The first principle of making one’s 
self think, as it seems to me (and as 
mentioned last week), is detachment— 
putting one’s self in the place of others. 
The second is disinterestedness. 

The thing that keeps most people 
under in this world and that keeps them 
from thinking is the fact that the only 
exercise they ever allow themselves in 

this direction consists in thinking of themselves. Of course this limits 
their field a good deal. ‘ ae 

Last night, some time around the small wee hours, I found myself 
lying awake. The sea was elimbing up’ the rocks out in our yard and 
the wind—hundreds of miles of it—was making great lunges at our lit- 
tle house. And I fell to thinking (possibly it was my supper) of how a 
lobster *way down on the still floor of the ocean, protected by all those 
tons of heavy water would feel about s storm.

Even an especially thought- 
ful lobster almost knows, and in that first 
flash of a second, when he feels himself 
boiling in the kettle, it passes over him 
(all in that lightning flash as with people 
in drowning) that there must be something 
in life he had not thought of—something 
he had missed or overlooked or he 
wouldn’t be there.

surions pleasure in leoking up from his

It was dread of the colos- 
sal prowess of these big guns whith caused strongly 
fortified Namur to surrender almost without striking

The biggest German field 
guns are of the mertar or 
howitzer type. The special 
features of this weapon are 
its ability to “search” the in- 
terior of earthworks, a task 
which is beyond the power 
of high velocity field guns, 
and its power in demolition 
work, which is equally 


beyond the power of the ordinary fiela gun. The first 
of these conditions requires a steep “angle of descent,’ 
which in turn implies a high angle of elevation. The 
second requires great shell power but does not call for 
high-velocity. The howitzer, therefore, is a short gun, 
firing a heavy shell at high angles of elevation. 

One must not imagine that the modern howitzer re- 
sembles the bell-shaped mortar with which Ciyil War 
pictures have made Americans familiar. The photo- 
graph upon this page of a German mortar mounted 
for action shows an instrument of havoc which is 
awe-inspiring to behold, even in a picture. Its huge, 
squat barrel is pointed with a black and iron menace 
go the sky.

A picture of such a catastrophe is attempted in a 
gripping new novel, “War,” by W. Douglas Newton

may be taken as an earnest of conditions obtaining 
today in Belgium, in France, in Austria and in East 
Prussia.

HE Village That Stood in the Path” is 
the title of a ghastly chapter in the 
eatly part of the book.

Cenly bursts a cyclist with a warning to flee, as the 


enemy is approaching. But Rafael Brun persuades 
the women to remain in their houses, assuring them 


-that noncombatants will not be hurt. 


“In the middle of his sentence,” the story proceeds, 
“a frenzy of rifle fire ripped the air below the village 
to the east. The women screamed and cowered to- 
gether. At once.a detachment of hussars shot racing 
into the village. They held their carbines loose across 
their bodies. Their heads were turned back, watching 
over their shoulders. They had a frantic, headlong 
air. They were pursued apparently by devils. 

“The babies in the dust rose in their fright and fled. 

One was not very lucky. A troop horse’s knees struck 
it in the back. It went rolling and rolling over into 
the gutter. Fortunately, its back was broken at once, 
so that it felt little and screamed not at all. 
“A voice snapped out: ‘This’ll do!’ and a young offi- 
cer flung up a hand. In a flash the troopers were off 
their. horses and flying to walls and fences to cover. 
The young ofil‘er, who was a lieutenant, ran behind 
them and told them where to hide themselves in a

ered, swayed and dissolved in a myriad pieces. A shell 
beat a window frame out with a crash.” 

The women had gone into the houses when Brun 
had forced upon ‘their minds the wisdom of the act. 
They had lain close and quaking, some on the floor, 
some under the sturdiest cover, none daring to move. 
Now under the goad of the shell fire they could not 
stay quiescent. 

“The rain of the firing sprayed upon the village. It 
was like a jet from a fire hose. It lashed and tore and 
beat. flat the very garden plants; sweeping them prone 
in swathes. -A shell crashed into a door and burst, with 
a thunder clap, in the hall. - A shell plunged through a 
window’ and detonated in a piano, killing a baby. The 
mother sprang out. of this house, but at the pavement a 
shell took, her in the throat. and flung her corpse like 
a sack across her own gatepost. 

‘A house in the center of the village began to trickle 
smoke@gand presently to give life to small, sleek flames. 
The woman who broke out of this house jumped clear 
of the ground and half turned as the bullets struck her. 
She dropped in a sitting position. under a wall; her 
thigh was shattered. The bullets pattered into her as 
a brisk rain would patter on her. 

“The women were running from every house now. 
Some held babies to their breasts, others dragged cha- 
dren by the hand. Soon they were inextricably mixed 
with the hussars, who were now retiring. They got 
in front of the hussars’ rifles and the discharges at 
such close range tore great wounds. A girl clung in 
terror to a frantic hussar, who beat at her face in the 
terror panic had communicated. “fhe same shell killed 
both. The beat of the firing was showering down slates 
and brick.

The officer fol- 
lowed his gaze and shrugged his shoulders. Nis ex- 
pression said plainly that it was sad but it could not 
be helped. This was war. One could not pick and 
choose when the bullets were flying.” 

The invaders having won a great battle, the country- 
side was at their mercy. “The invaders,” the story con- 
tinves, “were all oyer the country in a swarming and 
devouring crowd. In the track of their progress all 
consumable things vanished as if by magic. A visita- 


tion of voracious locusts appeared to be 
upon the land. 

“Before the insatiable maw of the 
armies everything disappeared. Food, 
‘fodder, cattle, horses, carts, stacks— 
everything. No food for casual and 
inutile civilians while the soldiery was 
there. When the invading army had 
passed on, what chance had men in a 
barren, foodless, famine-stricken place?” 

So Brun, with his mother and Agnes, 
his fiancee, joined the mob of ruined 
wretches who were thronging the roads 
| towards the city, in the hope of finding 
food there. 

“The town was full and spilling over with the ter- 
rorized populace of the surrounding country,” the nar- 
rative goes on. “Their numbers had become too many 
for the houses and had flowed out into the streets. 
Extempore camps lined the side gutters in a messy 
series of unclean, blanket wigwams. Those without the 
gipsy instinct merely sat amid their domestic rubbish. 
A miasma arising from incomplete sanitation and con- 
glomerated humanity came out of the cellars. There 
was a fog of sourish and diseased smell about in the 
town already. 

“The center of the town, the square, was full of men 
who moved about quickly and shouted savagely, and 
women who stood with pathetic helplessness over their 
bundles. .These women folded their hands befere them 
and gazed about or at the ground. Some of them were 
crying, but not many. They had either arrived beyond 
that state or had yet to come to it.” : 

Appalled by this spectacle of collective misery and 
wretchedness among men and women who had no part 
in the fighting, Agnes exclaimed that the war should 
be stopped. 

“Ay,” replied Brun, “but you can’t stop it now. The 
way to stop it is to stop it before it happens. But no- 
body thought of thig side before it happened. It was 
all armies marching to victory. All soldiers doing brave 
deeds.. Nobody thought of the people who weren’t 
soldiers getting mixed up with the fighting. Nobody 
thought of what<would happen to noncombatants who 
got in the way of the armies. And nobody told us.

“They were afraid you would be shocked,” Brun re

They had been rounded up from the holes in which 
they lived, rioting in filth and pestilence. Ugly and 
foul diseases ran with free impulse through these peo- 
ple. The harried medical men strode through these dis- 
ease spots every day and kicked the inhabitants out of 
their squat tents into the daylight. 

“And the curious point was that once—a week back 
—these pitiful creatures had been decent, cleanly minded 
countrymen, laborers, small-holders, petty farmers. 
Some huge demoralizing force had caused them to revert 
to the animal. They had to be watched and flogged to 
cleanliness as one watches and flogs untrained dogs.” 

Brun and his party encounter numbers of persons 
who, well-to-do and contented only two weeks before, 
were now starving and homeless. In the track of the 
armies they “walked through 4 country as desolate as 
death,” through villages so deserted and blank as to 
remind Brun of a man he had once seen whose eyes 
had been torn out.

T is contrary to the law of the State of New 
York, with certain exceptions, for any boy or 
girl under 16 years of age to take an active part - 
in any public theatrical performance. Never- 
theless, from 200 to 300 children under 16 do 
perform in the theaters of New York City from 
time to time without molestation. No one has 

taken a census of them and the exact number cannot 

be stated. 

There are many who hold that no exceptions should 
be made and that no child be allowed to appear on the 
stage professionally. Others hold that under certain 
circumstances it is advisable and proper that children 
should so appear. All are agreed that extreme care 
should be observed in maintaining proper conditions and 
in providing safeguards against the possible evils that 
environ the stage. So much is generally understood by 
the public and it is taken for granted by the average 
theater goer when he sees performers from 6 to 16 years- 
old enacting their parts in the plays and vaudeville 
acts that are put on that all due precautions have been 
taken and that the performance has been duly sanc- 
tioned 5

old town of Newburyport, at the mouth of the Merrimac, 


had his name upon the rolls. Fate was kind to members 


of the society and the funds began to pile up. Many of 
the captains were wealthy, but they paid their dues reg- 
ularly, although they never expected to face the necessity 


of calling upon the organization for aid.

No new members have been added for 40.years. The

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upon the plan to dedicate 
the structure as the “Sum- 
mer Capitol” of the United 
States—as the residence of 
the President and his staff 
during the intolerably hot 
months. which afflict the 
city of Washington. The 
castle is to cost $50,000 
and its approaches $200,- 
000 more. It is promised 
that the main part of the 
building will be completed 
in time for President Wil- 
son to spend there the 
summer of 1915. 

This plan would, for a 
part of each year, effect a 
transfer of the seat of 
national executive power 
from the Potomac, in the 
Eest, to the foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains, in 
the heart of the West. 
For a part of each year, 
except when emergency 
legislation should , require 
(as it has this summer) 
the presence of Congress 
and the President in Wash- 
ington, the Capitol of the 
United States will be upon 
the peak of a Western 
mountain, which is sev- 
eral hundred feet more 
than a mile higher than 
the level of Washington. 

The foundations of the 
building are already in 
place, and everything is 


ing out like waves ‘of the 
} sea and mounting gradual- 
ly higher and higher un- 
til they reach a climax in. 
the snow-covered peaks of 
the distant Reckies.- 

“As the sun goes dewn 
th the West,” says a: trav- 
eler, “this vast sweep of 
beauty becomes.a veritable 
kaleidoscope of scenic ef- 
feets---the sky above opal, 
amcthyist, topaz, turquoise 
or agua marine and a hun- 
dred ridges displaying 
every shade of green from 
the bright emerald of the 
mountain meadows to the 
tormaline depth of the 
pines.” 

Mount Falcon is not one 
of the high peaks of the 
Reckies, but is some hun- 
dreds of feet higher than 
Denver. It lies about 
midway between the ex- 
treme foothills on the 
east and the Continental 
Divide. Within sight on 
clear days is Mount 
Evans, 14,321 feet high, 
or’ more than 200  feet- 
loftier than Pike’s peak. 
Mount Evans is crowned 
with a perpetual snow, and 
‘hill exhalations from 
it and vuther heights cool 
Mount Falcon and lesser 
peaks in its vicinity. 

The mountain scenery 
visible from Mount Fal- 
con is beautifully diversi- 
fied by water. No less 
than 70 lakes are discern-. 
ible from its summit. At 
its base winds Bear Creek, 
a typical Rocky Mountain 
trout stream. 


The natural loveliness 
of the scene is, according 
to the plans, to be en- 
hanced by a magnificent 
system of approaches and 
terraces which will soften 
and adorn a 
precipice which the castle 
will overlook on one side. 
A great automobile high- 
way is to be built from 
the castle down the moun- 
tain to Denver. It is 
planned te make the cas- 
tle a distinctive and im- 
pressive edifice, which will 
nevertheless be exceeding- 
ly attractive and com-

John Wanamaker 
gave Harrison a house at Cape May. Cleveland owned 
his own summer residence at Buzzard’s Bay, as did 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay. McKinley went back to his 
home at Canton, O. Taft rented a house at Beverly,

Mass. Wilson rents a house at Cornish, N. ‘H., and at 
Washington has taken refuge from the heat in a tent, 
which is pitched on the White House lawn.

According to the architect’s plans, the castle’s north 
terrace, upon which the drawing room and library will 
open, will look down over a precipice which has a sheer 
fall of 2000 feet.

will be provided for the 
President’s family, his at- 
tendants, secretaries and 
assistants. 

To make the project national, or at least Western, its 
promoters plan to raise ‘y popular subscription ‘the 
funds necessary to erect the castle and construct its 
approaches. The building, according to present plans,- 
is to be held in trust by the Governors of the 22 states 
west of the Mississippi River, all of whom have enlisted 
as official sponsors of the undertaking. 


If the plan carries through, Mount. Faicon’ will be- 
come the permanent summer residence of the Presi- 
dents, and will be for a portion of each year the center 
of the American Government. Important governmental 
news would bear a Colorado date line instead of those 
of the District of Columbia, or New York, or Massachu- 
setts, or New Jersey. The West, which as been unable 
to send a President to Washington, would obtain the 
satisfaction of receiving a long line of Presidents as 
its residents for several months annually.

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HE possibility that the smoldering ‘ashes of

From a gold fund of $184, 000,000 on Dec. 31, 1912, the 
Imperial German Bank increased its reserve to $336,-

to be added to the same amount storeti in the vaults of 
the Juliusturm at Spandau. This sum of $60,000,000 
is rendered productive to the Government in.a sense by 
the distribution of an equal amount of Government paper 
money in small denominations in the circulation. The 
Government is under no pledge, however, to hold the 
gold against the notes in case of war, and if taxes and 
loans fail, or are slow in reaching the Treasury, the gold 
can be employed to obtain necessary war supplies even 
from the hard-hearted foreigner who will accept no 
other form of payment. - 

France and Russia were not far behind Germany in 
the scramble for the world’s surplus gold to be added to 
their reserves. Russia and France were from the be-

ginning in a much stronger position in iouneet to gold 
than Germany, even at the outbreak of the war. France 
piled up her gold holdings in 18 months from $616,000,000 
to $792,000,000, and Russia, with a reserve already ap- 
proximating  $800,000,000, materially increased the 
amount. 

Austria-Hungary has not undertaken, under the mon- 
etary reform of 1892, to pay gold freely in the redemp- 
tion of notes, and her gold fund of- approximately $250,- 
000,000 has .remained comparatively unchanged in 
amount.. It was not surprising that, under pressure 
like this, the New York market should have been called 
upon to export about $84,000,000 in gold before the war- 
cloud burst, during the first six months of the present 
year, and that it should have lost another sum of about 
$46,000,000 when Europe decided to throw over Ameri- 
can securities at any price in order to convert her assets 
into money. 


The entire gold production of the wai during the 
18 months ended on June 30, 1914, was approximately 
$1,705,000,000. Of this amount about $200,000,009 4s re- 
quired for the arts and $150,000,000 went to British !n‘ia. 
This left about $355,000,000 to be applied to monetary 
uses, and the whole of this ampunt was absorbed by the 
four great central banks of Germany, France, Russia 
and Austria-Hungary, ~~ 
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HE new Annual Exhibition of American 
Paintings in St. Louis’ City Art Museum 


—~ 


is one of the largest installations of con- 


temporary art ever placed before the pub- 

lic in this city. It occupies eight galleries 

and includes nearly 200 pictures. And 

yet the visitor is struck by the-utter ab- 
sence of martial spirit, “by the absolute lack of the un- 
rest, the shattered ideality, the fierce expressiveness, the 
brutality, that have made themselves evident in the 
newer art of the European .world. Never was there 
a more peaceful suite of galleries than those devoted 
.to this display of American paintings. 

People continually ask: “Are there any war pictures 
in the new collection at the museum?” Not only are 
there no war pictures, but there is no suggestion of the 
nervous tone of that oppressive strain, sensing of bare 
brutal actuality, nothing of the vein of coarseness, the 
strangely inconsistant qualitics which seem to Gominate 
the Parisian salons of the year. 

« This current American exhibition covers a wide range 
of subjects, but it is altogether devoted to the joy of 
nature and to quiet human interest. 

Perhaps it will be found that the national art re- 
flects, 18 we never realized that it reflected, before, the 
serene life of a people whose security is undisturbed, 
whose thoughts run in pleasant ways. At any rate the 
general effect contrasts immensely with that of the 
current Paris exhibitions. There one may feel that 
there is a reckless, abandoned, spirit, which to many 
fairly qualified American observers seems inconsistent 
with the wonderful esthetic poise we so admire in the 
French. Many have wondered why of all places, there 
should be vulgarity in the Paris Salon. And now, with 
this contrast before them, many perhaps will conclude 
that American art really takes its feeling from Ameri- 
can life, while the salons are colored by the distorted 
vision of a people whose galleries are threatened by 
bombs. 

't is American womanhooll which is the inspiration 
for the striking pictures at the Art Museum’s exbibi- 
tion.

The 
mother seems to look out into the future, with a 
touch of sadness in her expression, and yet full of a 
great hope. The title of the picture is “Adoration,” 
and its spirit, of course, is symbolical. The coloring is 
rich and beautiful. Quite another aspect is in William 
T. Smedley’s picture, “Fifteen Love.” Vigorous, health- 
ful and triumphant, the American girl stands in the 
open field against a background of foliage and vigerous, 
moving sky. Her blood tingles with the exercise, but 
her poise is complete and she is the gracious mistress 
of the situation.

and form. One looks past through glass doors to a 
garden scene.

How Explosives Are 
- Set Off: 


N explosive is a body which, under 
A the influence of heat or shock, or 


both, is, speaking popularly, in- 

stantaneously resolved entirely, 
‘or almost so, into gases, said. William 
MacNab, in a lecture before the Insti- 
tute of. Chemistry at King’s on Lon- 
don, 

«Practical explosives consist either of 
bodies such as nitroglycerin and nitro- 
cellulose, which are explosive in them- 
selves, or mixtures of ingredients which, 
separately, are, or may be, nonexplosives; 
but when intimately mixed are capable of 
being exploded. 

Explosives are expl@ded either by sim- 
ple ignition, as in the case of black gun- 
powder, or by means of a detonator con- 
tainfng mercury fulminate. 

Tre molecules of an explosive may be 
regarded as in a state of unstable chem- 
-jeal equilibrium. A stable state of eqypi- 
librium is brought about by the sudden 
- decomposition of the original compounds 
with the evolution of heat. -An explosio 
is thus an extremely rapid decomposition, 

- accompaniedgby the production of a large” 
volume of gas and the development of 
much heat. : 

' There are two well defined modes of 
explosion which can be described as com- 
bustion and detonation. In the former 
case, the explosive is simply ignited and 
combustion takes place by transference 
of heat fronf layer to laver of the ex- 
plosive.. The rapidity with which the 
combustion proceeds depends not only on 
the’ physical form of the explosive, but 
also on the pressure under which the de- 
composition takes place. When in the 
form of fine grains, combustion proceeds 
much more quickly than when the grains 
are large. 

: Detonation, on the other hand, has to be 
_gtarted by a sufficiently strong impulse, 
such as the explosion of a charge of mer- 
cury fulminate; it proceeds much more 
rapidly and is due to the formation of an 
explosion wave that has a velocity of 
thonsands of meters a second. 

High explosives indicate those, such as, 
dyrarrite and nitrate of ammonia ex- 
plosives, which detonate and have a great- 
er shattering power than the “low” ex- 
plosives. 


a Mailing ‘Tube 


HE mailing tube of pasteboard, 
for sending unmounted photo- 
eraphs or rolled -documents of 


any sort by post, is. in very 
general use. Not everybody who employs 


it, however, takes the very necessary pre- 


‘caution of securing the rolled documents 


from loss by sliding out of the tube. This 


may be done by either of the two simple 


methods here illustrated. 

One way is to run a thread or string 
through the tube and 
its contents, lengthwise, 
then join the ends mid- 
way on the outside of 
the surface of the tube, 
andspaste the address. 
label over them. 

The other way is to 
pierce the tube with a 
needle, near either end, 
run the thread through 
crosswise,- as shown in 
the cut, and knot the 
ends outside. 


In either case the contents of the 


tube are held securely until the thread 
is cut, when they slip out easily. 


Treatment for Baldness 


R. J. GUTHRIE says that if at the 
first appearance of dandruff the 
head be properly treated, bald- 
ness can be prevented. If it be 

neglected, baitdness is certain within a 
few years. A man should wash his scalp 
daily. He should first wet it with luke- 
warm water then rub in a handful of 
soap’ spirit, made by mixing equal parts 
of pure soap and alcohol. 

This should be rinsed out in several 
changes of water. The head should then 
be dried thoroughly, Should this treat- 


ment make the scalp too tiry it should be 


shampooed occasionally with the yolk of 


an egg beaten up in a glassful of water. . 


In severe cases-a pomuade is needed.

As the anchor holds the boat head-on, 
the action of the wind and waves car- 
ries the oil-ecovered water past the boat.

CONDITION quite ‘common 
among tennis players is what 
the doctors call “tennis elbow.” 
Dr. W. P. Coues has recently 
published a study of this painful dis

“On pressure, an exquisitely painful 
spot is found over the external epicon- 
dyle.

The pain is in- 
creased when the fingers grasp an ob- 
ject. It is also brought on by such 
movements as reaching a book on a 
shelf or putting on the coat. Sometimes 
there is a suggestion of a slight thick- 
ening over the external epicondyle. After 
a period of weeks or months, with or 
without treatment, the pain gradually 
disappears and the patient mav azain 
take up his favorite sport, with, how- 
ever, possibility of speedy recurrence of 
the trouble.” 


There are several different explana- 
tions for this. Tears of the muscles at- 
tached to the external condyle (which 


‘is the boss at the lower end of the 


bumerus, or upper arm bone,_ which 
you can feel on the outside of the el- 
bow) have been suspected. Dr. Coves 
suggests that these “muscles, exerting 
a powerful pull, tear off their attach- 
ments, perhaps carrying small pieces of 
bone with them. 

In one case an X-ray photograph preved 
the presence of “a small spicule of bone 
which arpeared to have been torn from 
the exfernal condyle.” 

Long rest of the arm seems to be the 
only cure. 


Silencing the Alarm 


ERSONS who have their homes or 
places of business ecuipped with 
burglar alarms sometimes find it 
necessary to enter after the ap- 

paratus has. been set for the night and 
are unable to do so without sounding 
the alarm. A system which avoids this 
undesirable feature and still gives just 
as reliable protection, is described in the 
Electrical World. 

The burglar alarm equipment may be 
installed in any recommended manner 
but an auxiliary circuit cutting out the 
alarm bell has to be connected to an 
auxiliary lock. When a person desires 
to enter the door without sounding the 
alarm the lock key is inserted and 


turned. The regular lock may then be . 


opened without ‘causing the alarm to be 
sounded. The advantage of this system 
is that the alarm protection is automat- 
ically restored as soon as the key is with- 
drawn from the lock 
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Heated Milk Not 
but Safest 


bh HERE is some difference of 
opinion as to the effect of 
; heat upon the nutritive and 
digestive qualities of milk,” 
said Dr. E. W. Titus of Washington, in 
addressing the Galen Society of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. “In answer to one of 
the chief cbjections to the use of heated 
milk, that the heating ‘devitalizes’ it, 
authorities state that heating milk to 
140 degrees Fahrenheit_for 20 minutes 
does not seriously affect the enzymes, and 
that if it be granted that milk contains 
‘life,’ it. has lost the last vestige of it 
after 24 to 48 hours, especially when kept 
under such conditions that it contains 
myriads of bacteria. 
“Ia the boiling of milk, proteins are 
considerably altered, coagulation of cer- 
tain albuminoid constituents takes place, 


thereby rendering them more difficult of 


digestion. It is stated that there is quite 
a loss of vitality in the milk as the result 
of heating at high temperatures, and 
further, that it has been observed by many 
medical practitioners that there is a very 
distinctly lowered vitality among infants 
fed on boiled milk, the processes of ab- 
sorption being delayed and the quantity 
of milk required for the nourishment of 
the child being greater. It is generally 
agreed that the digestibility of milk di- 
minishes with cooking. But among au- 
thorities consulted the prevailing view is 
that when milk is properly heated there 
is little or no prejudicial influence ex- 
eited in this respect. 

“The heating must be done intelligently 
and must be properly supervised. After 
heating, the milk is just as liable to 
serious contamination as before, if not 
more so, and therefore must be carefully 


' guarded and kept cool. When all ‘is said, 


it will be found that the objections raised 
to the proper heating.of milk seem to be 
either theoretical or such as-may be 
readily overcome. The writer feels no 
hesitancy in taking the view that the only 
practicable solution of the problem of ob- 
taining mfik in its least objectionable 


state at the present time appears to be 


proper heating. Theoretically, it should 
not be necessary: practically, we find it 
forced upon us.”

water baths, made to the Saratoga 

County (N. Y¥.) Medical Society, Dr. 

Albert Warren Ferris, superintend- 
ing director of the Commissioners of the 
State Reservation, called special attention 
to the carbonic oxide baths as given at 
Saratoga Springs. 

These are especially successful in the 
treatment of arteriosclerosis, chronic 
muscular and articular rheumatism, lum- 
bago and many forms of neuritis. They 
restore poise, ‘remove nervousness and 
irritability, alleviate insomnia, help ma- 
terially in the elimination of chronic 
alcoholic or drug poisoning. 

It seems that the gases in the water 
permeate the skin, irritate the peripheral 
nerves, producing a stimulation that 
eauses a dilation of the.capillaries and 
produce through reflex influence an im- 
pression on the centers regulating the 
heart and nervous system. 

The baths may be either sedative or 
tonic, according to the temperatures at 
which they are taken and the length of 
time they are continued. 


The Most P owerful 
Magnet 


P= the strongest electro- 


magnet is produced on the new 
method which Professors Perot 

and Deslandres are applying with 
success. Their idea is to take one oj 
the strong electro-magnets of laboratory 
type. with pointed pole pieces which al 
ready give a high value of the magnetic 
field, and then to put an extra coil 
around the air gap between the poles so 
as to add considerable to the field. Such 


coil is made of thin copper strip and. 


is cooled down as low as 30 degrees C. 
by a current of oil,-so that a remarkably 
heayy current can be put into the coil 
without burning it; for instance, it will 
stand a current density of 1800 amperes 
per square millimeter, using a 0.2 milli- 
meter strip. Such a coil is put on a 
Weiss electro-magnet which carries th¢ 
‘usual coils, and gives 41,000 gauss for 
the magnetic field strength. Putting on 
the 30,000 ampere-turns of the new coil, 


this brought the field strength up to 
- $1,000 gauss, and it was only lack of cur- 


rent supply that prevented running as 


high as probably» 60,000 gauss, so that 


most powerful field can be thus ob- 
tained. 
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oun Which Way Should the Bed ‘ 
Stand ? 


R. SALVADOR V. DE CASTRO, “Again, the rotation of the earth upon 


professor of therapeutics in the 
University of Granada, Spain, 
sends to this magazine some re- 
flections on the orientation of one’s bed. 

“T believe,” he writes, “that the direc- 
tion In which our bodies lie in repose 
seven or eight hours a day, if not more, 
throughout tke years, is not a matter of 
indifference to our health. 

“If we hang a magnetized needle from 
a twisted thread we see it turn in a cer- 
tain direction (to the north). If we sup- 
pose a human body similarly suspended 
it will not turn, but it cannot fail to be 
subject to the same polarizing influences: 

“Our body cannot react as does the 
needle, because this behavior is a prop- 
erty of iron, and there are scarcely three 
grammes of iron in the entire body. Yet 
it must feel the electro-magnetic influ- 
ence of the solenoid which for our bodies 
—as for every system of forces—the earth 
appears to be. 

“Tt is known that this behaves as if it 
were traversed by an undefined electric 
current perpendicular to the magnetic 
meridian and moving from east to west. 
It cannot be the same to receive this cur- 
rent eight hours a day for years from 
head to feet as it is to receive it from 
feet to head or transversely. 


fts axis produces a certain deviation of 
the waves that flow in the direction of 
the meridians, and it must be admitted 
that the cireulation of our blood contin- 
uously adapts itself to counterbalance the 
effects of the inertia of the terrestrial rev- 
olution in one direction or another, ac- 
cording to the direction in which we lie 
when sleeping. . 

“Add to this that the attraction 0o1 
the sun and moon, to which the tides 
ef the sea are due, is producing infini- 
tesimal tides in the fluids of our bodies, 
it must matter whether our blood, our 
lymph, our cells are attracted for years 
towards our feet or toward our brains. 

“It may be that when we shall have a 
more complete knowledge of the tremen- 
dous forces of nature, and when we shall 
have made further strides in physiology, 
it will be possible to point out definite 
symptoms of important organic modifica- 
tions due to the direction in which our 
heads are placed. 

“For the present there is only er 
practical suggestion 
person who has maintained good health 
for years while sleeping in one direction 
cannot do better than to place his bed 
in the accustomed direction when he 
moves to another apartment or house.” 


Monkey's Thyroid 
Grafted in Boy 


N actual case of the grafting of 

the gland of an animal into a 

A human being with complete suc- 

cess was reported to the French 

Academy of Medicine on June 30 by Dr. 
Voronoff. 

The case was that of a boy of 14 who 
had been a sufferer from myxoedema 
since the age of eight, following an at- 
tack of measles. This disease is an infil- 
tration of a gelatinous substance under 
the skin. It is due to the absencé or 
the atrophy of the thyroid gland, the 
two lobes of which are situated in the 
front of the neck and nominally pour 
into the blood certain obscure but cer- 
tainly useful antidotes to certain equally 
obscure poisons. 
mental development had stopped at the 
age of eight. His skin was yellow, dry 
and scaly, his hair was falling out, his 
lips and eyelids were swollen, his nose 
was flat, his cheeks were baggy, his man- 
ner was apathetic, sad, imbecile. 

Dr. Voronoff operated on him in the 
Sainte Marguerite Hospital at Nice, six 
months ago, in the presence of 19 dis- 
tinguished physicians and surgeons. He 
cut the right lobe of the thyroid gland, 
with its parathyroids, from a monkey and 
inserted it in its proper place in the 
boy’s neck. _ 

Then the doctors began watching de- 
velopments. As the months passed the 
boy improved steadily. His face became 
normal. .e began to grow. Listless 
apathy gave way to alertness and be- 
fore long he became unruly. 

His intelligence rapidly increased. The 
school teachers and the members of a 
medical committee of which Prof. Hobbs 
of the Bordeaux Faculty was chairman, 
were astonished by his progress. 

In the last twenty years several at- 
tempts have been made to graft the 
thyroid glands of animals into myx- 
oedematous children, but they have not 
met with success. It has been more 
usual to inject extract of the thyroid 
giands of sheep, but this treatment lasts 
a long time and only minute doses can 
be given. Dr. Voronoff attributes his 
success in this case to the technique. 
This may be summed up by saying that 
the asepsis must be absolute; the time 
elapsing between the removal of the 
gland from the animal and its insertion 
in the human being must be as brief as 
possible, a few minutes being the limit; 
the gland must be placed in a region of 
high vascularity; by means of sutures 
between the graft and the tissues in 


capillaries and other new vessels may 
rapicly penetrate the graft and make 
of it an integral part of the body.

An Electric Stethoscope

recording heart beats. By certain o!

they could be heard by the stethoscope 

When the heart beats it has been foun | 
that it gives off minute electric currents 
and by proper arrangements these cur. 
rents are made to cause a fine hair of 
glass, coated with silver, to vibrate. 
These vibrations are made to take place 
in fron: of a lens of a powerful are lamp 
and to throw a shadow on a sensitized 
film. 

When this film is developed a tracing 
is obtained, caused by the shadow of the 
hair, and from this shadow valuable in- 
ferences can be drawn. The apparatus 
is connected by wires to some of the beds 
in the hospital.
